Report  of  the 

Board  of  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  as  the  executive  branch  of  Harwich’s 
government  is  empowered  by  statute  to  administer  and  implement 
decisions  of  Town  Meeting,  establishing  policy  and  guidelines  for  the 
coordination  of  local  government  operations.  In  the  terminology  of 
modern  business,  the  Town  is  the  corporation;  the  citizens  are  the 
voting  stockholders;  the  Town  Meeting  is  the  corporate  board  of 
directors;  and  the  Selectmen,  the  executive  officers. 

The  Selectmen  serve  as  Commissioners  of  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  and  as  the  Town  Licensing  Authority.  The  Board 
authorizes  borrowings  and  conducts  hearings  on  matters  of  law  or  of 
concern  to  the  taxpayers.  It  establishes  operating  and  capital  budgets 
with  the  assistance  of  the  department  heads  under  its  jurisdiction.  The 
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Selectmen  are  empowered  to  appoint  certain  officials,  to  fill  vacancies 
occurring  in  certain  elective  positions  and  to  call  and  oversee  all 
elections  and  Town  Meetings.  The  Board  is  also  charged  with 
maintaining  a  jury  list  from  which  it  draws  names  of  jurors  for  court 
sessions. 

During  1985  your  Board  continued  its  efforts  to  make  Harwich’s  Town 
Government  efficient,  effective  and  responsive  to  the  needs  of  Harwich 
citizens. 

Compliance  wih  Proposition  214  presents  a  continuous  challenge  and 
with  the  spiraling  increases  in  employee  group  health  benefit  costs, 
together  with  increased  liability  insurance  costs,  a  fiscal  squeeze  looms 
for  FY87. 

Your  Board  entered  into  a  contract  with  Insurance  Cost  Control,  Inc. 
to  provide  consultant  service  aimed  to  reduce  medical  insurance  costs 
and  cut  improper  payments  to  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield.  The  end  result 
will  be  stabilized  health  insurance  costs  with  resulting  savings  to  the 
town  and  its  employees. 

Other  positive  actions  of  significant  importance  to  the  Town  taking 
place  in  1985  were  as  follows: 

•  SEMASS — contract  for  disposal  of  solid  waste  in  1989. 

•  Bank  Street  Beach — eminent  domain  taking  for  recreational 
purposes. 

•  Legal  Base  Study — a  compendium  of  the  By-Laws,  Special  Acts 
and  General  Law  acceptance  (parameters  within  which  the  town 
operates). 

•  Delivery  and  installation  of  IBM  PC  computers  and  software  to 
various  Town  departments. 

•  Hiring  of  full-time  Town  Planner/Grant  Writer  Michael  A. 
Pessolano. 

In  a  fitting  climax  to  the  Resolution  passed  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  when  Harwich,  England  was  declared  a  sister  town,  the  Towns 
exchanged  proclamations  and  flags  in  September  and  the  Mayor, 
Patricia  Elleby  was  honored  as  Grand  Marshal  of  the  10th  Annual 
Cranberry  Harvest  Festival. 

Special  acknowledgement  must  be  made  to  the  fifteen  years  of  service 
to  the  Town  by  Donn  B.  Griffin  who  did  not  run  for  re-election  in  April. 
His  seat  on  the  Board  was  won  by  Freeman  Allison,  a  long  time 
Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board.

The  revised  By-law  increased  the  scope  of  the  Personnel  Board  by 
bringing  under  its  jurisdiction  all  non-union  part-time  and  temporary 
employees  in  addition  to  the  Town’s  full-time  non-elected  employees. 

The  Board  welcomed  new  members  Michael  B.  Garrison  and  A.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Planning  Board  held  27  regular  meetings.  The  result  of  these 
meetings  is  as  follows: 

53  Approval-not-Required  plans  for  a  total  of  208  lots. 

22  Sub-division  plans  for  a  total  of  156  lots. 

5  Cluster  subdivision  plans  for  a  total  of  46  lots. 

11  Site  Review  hearings 

1  Cluster  subdivision  of  24  lots  has  been  denied  and  is  under 
litigation. 

10  Zoning  amendments  acted  upon. 

Two  committees  were  carried  over  from  1984;  the  Multi-family 
Housing  Needs  Committee  and  the  Sign  Code  Committee.  Three  new 
committees  were  formed  this  year  in  response  to  a  growing  need  to 
address  questions  which  arise  as  a  result  of  rapid  expansion  and  growth. 
They  are  the  Industrial/Wholesale  Needs,  By-Laws,  and  Roads  and 
Ancient  Ways  Committees. 

Significant  input  from  these  groups,  especially  the  Sign  Code 
Committee  and  the  By-Laws  Committee  has  prompted  the  Planning 
Board  to  submit  a  number  of  articles  to  the  1986  Town  Warrant  for  voter 
consideration. 

The  1985  Town  Meeting  saw  the  approval  of  a  number  of  Planning 
Board  articles.  Chief  among  these  was  the  Site  Review  Article,  the 
implementation  of  which  has  resulted  in  improved  communication 
between  the  Board  and  applicants  along  with  less  confusion  with  current 
requirements. 

We  are  very  pleased  to  have  Michael  Pessolano  on  board  as  our  Town 
Planner/Grant  Writer.  Michael  comes  to  us  from  New  Jersey  and  has 
been  instrumental  in  developing  grant  proposals  which  will  result  in  a 
number  of  improvements  to  the  community  including  refinement  of 
overlays  and  maps  and  harbor  enhancement.  He  has  proven  himself  to 
be  a  dedicated,  industrious  man.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

On  November  29, 1984,  the  Capital  Outlay  Committee  for  the  Town 
of  Harwich  held  its  first  meeting.  The  Commission  had  been  charged 
with  attempting  to  assign  priority  to  capital  projects  in  order  to  assist  the 
voters  to  make  decisions  on  those  projects  in  an  orderly  manner.  Prior  to 
the  1985  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Capital  Outlay  Committee 
submitted  to  the  Finance  Committee  the  following  priorities: 

1.  Harwich  Fire  Department  truck 

2.  Highway  Barn 

3.  Computers 

4.  Golf  Course — Water  Mains 

5.  Bank  Street  Beach  Land 

The  Committee  has  met  regularly  since  that  time  and  submits  the 
following  report. 

Soon  after  the  1985  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Committee  began 
work  on  a  planning  document  which  was  presented  to  all  divisions  of 
Town  Government  at  an  All  Department  Heads  Meeting  on  June  11, 
1985.  This  represented  an  effort  to  gain  input  from  the  components  of 
Town  Government  in  the  important  task  of  prioritizing  capital  needs. 

By  September  we  had  requested  from  all  departments  and 
committees  their  plans  for  the  next  five  (5)  fiscal  years.  Returns  thus  far 
tabulated  aggregate  over  eighteen  million  dollars.  Because  all  estimates 
are  not  in  yet,  this  figure  may  go  higher. 

A  lot  of  hard  work,  adjustment,  cooperation  and  innovation  must  take 
place  if  the  Town  is  to  accommodate  these  programs. 

The  raw  data  on  capital  programs  have  been  submitted  to  the  Finance 
Committee  along  with  our  recommendations. 

At  this  time,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Capital  Outlay 
Committee  for  the  long  hours  they  have  spent,  to  date,  on  this  project. 
The  Town  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  all  that  give  freely  of  their  time.

Although  the  1985  year  in  Harwich  was  a  short  one  for  me,  having 
joined  the  Town  staff  in  September,  there  has  been  considerable  activity 
in  the  Office  of  the  Town  Planner/Grantsman. 

Since  there  had  been  no  Planner’s  office  until  I  arrived,  setting  up  shop 
was  an  important  first  step.  This  involved  equipping  the  office  with  a 
basic  library  of  technical  planning  and  grant -writing  resources,  getting 
the  Town  on  planning/grants  mailing  lists,  joining  appropriate 
organizations  and  making  the  necessary  interagency  and 
intergovernmental  contacts. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  projects  both  completed  and  in  progress,  to 
which  much  of  my  time  has  been  devoted  and  the  agencies  involved: 

1.  Completion  of  the  Harwich  Open  Space  Plan — Conservation 
Commission 

2.  Studies  by  the  Industrial  Needs  Subcommittee — Planning  Board 

3.  Grant  application  to  upgrade  Saquatucket  Harbor — Selectmen, 
Harbor-Master,  Waterways  Committee 

4.  Drafting  portions  of  proposed  Sign  Code  Bylaw — Planning 
Board 
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5.  Preparation  of  joint  grant  application  for  planning  funds  to  study 
the  affordable  housing  problem — Planning  Board 

6.  Updating  and  revising  the  Planning  Board’s  rules  and  regulations 
concerning  subdivisions — Planning  Board 

7.  Remedying  the  deficiencies  in  the  Town’s  zoning  bylaw — 
Planning  Board 

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  have  provided  and  will  continue  to  provide 
technical  assistance  to  the  Planning  Board  by  reviewing  development 
proposals,  providing  guidance  on  specific  issues  at  meetings  and  helping 
the  Board  to  handle  its  hefty  load  of  development  applications.

2.  Coordinating  the  Planning  Board’s  work  with  the  planning  efforts 
of  the  Housing  Authority,  Capital  Outlay  Committee,  Waterways 
Committee,  Cemetery  Commission,  Parks  and  Recreation 
Commission,  Conservation  Commission,  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners,  Board  of  Assessors,  Historic  District 
Commission,  Town  Forest  Committee  and  the  Beach 
Committee. 

3.  Identifying  and  seeking  appropriate  grants. 

4.  Building  a  useful  data  base  for  future  planning  efforts. 

Last,  but  not  least,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  Staff  for  their 
generous  support  and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich  for  their  warm  welcome.

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PERSONNEL  BY-LAW 
TOWN  OF  HARWICH 


Part  I.  APPLICATION,  PURPOSE  AND  DEFINITIONS 

Section  1.  Application.  All  town  departments  and  all  regular  full-time 
or  regular  part-time  positions  in  the  Town  service,  other  than  the  School 
Committee  and  positions  under  their  control,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  by-law;  provided,  however,  that  the  compensation  of 
elected  officers  of  the  Town  shall  be  established  annually  by  vote  of  the 
Town  Meeting,  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  Sections  108  and 
108A  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.  Purpose.  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  by-law  to  provide  to 
department  heads,  supervisors  and  employees  policies  for  assuring  the 
maintenance  of  an  equitable  personnel  management  system  in  and  for 
the  Town  of  Harwich.  The  policies  have  as  their  purpose  to  promote  the 
efficiency  and  economy  of  government,  to  promote  the  morale  and  well¬ 
being  of  employees,  and  to  provide  equitable  employment  opportunities 
for  employees  and  for  candidates  for  employment  in  Town  service. 

Section  3.  Discrimination.  Discrimination  against  any  person  in 
recruitment,  examinations,  appointment,  training,  promotion,  transfer, 
retention  or  other  personnel  action  because  of  political  affiliation,  race, 
creed,  color,  national  origin,  age,  sex,  handicap  or  other  non-merit  factor 
is  prohibited  except  where  such  factor  is  a  bona  fide  occupational 
requirement.  Any  employee  who  feels  aggrieved  may  process  an  appeal 
under  Part  XII  of  this  by-law. 

Section  4.  Collective  Bargaining.  In  the  event  that  a  specific 
provision  of  this  by-law  should  conflict  with  a  specific  provision  of  a 
collective  bargaining  agreement,  adopted  in  conformance  with  Chapter 
150  E,  of  the  General  Laws,  the  provision  of  the  particular  collective 
bargaining  agreement  shall  prevail. 

Section  5.  Benefits.  Employees  covered  by  this  by-law  must  perform 
work  duties  regularly  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  hours  during  each  normal 
work  week  of  employment  to  be  eligible  for  any  and  all  benefits  covered 
in  this  by-law. 
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Section  6.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  by-law,  the  words  and  phrases 
listed  below  shall  have  the  following  meanings  unless  a  different 
construction  is  clearly  required  by  the  context  or  by  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth: 

(a)  Appointment  —  The  placement  of  a  person  in  a  position. 

(b)  Civil  Service  Law  —  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended,  and  all  the  rules  and  regulations  made  thereunder,  and 
any  special  law  enacted  by  the  General  Court  regulating  the 
classification,  compensation  and  conditions  of  employment  of 
officers  and  employees  of  the  Town. 

(c)  Class  —  A  group  of  positions  in  the  Town  service  sufficiently 
similar  in  respect  to  duties,  responsibilities  and  authority  thereof 
that  the  same  descriptive  title  may  be  used  to  designate  each 
position  allocated  to  the  class,  that  the  same  requirements  as  to 
education,  experience,  capacity,  proficiency,  knowledge,  ability 
and  other  qualifications  shall  be  required  of  the  incumbents,  that 
the  same  tests  of  fitness  may  be  used  to  choose  qualified 
employees  and  that  the  same  scale  of  compensation  can  be  made 
to  apply  with  equity. 

(d)  Classification  Plan  —  A  schematic  list  of  classes, 
supported  by  class  specifications. 

■(e)  Compensation  Plan  —  A  list  of  salaries  or  wages  allocated 
to  pay  grades  by  classes  of  positions. 

(f)  Continuous  Employment  —  Employment  uninterrupted 
except  for  required  military  service  and  for  authorized  vacation 
leave,  sick  leave,  bereavement  leave  or  other  leave  of  absence. 

(g)  Department  —  Any  department,  board,  committee, 
commission  or  other  agency  of  the  Town  subject  to  this  by-law. 

(h)  Disciplinary  Action  —  An  oral  warning,  written  reprimand, 
suspension  or  dismissal  for  cause  by  an  appointing  authority. 

(i)  Emergency  Appointment/Employment  —  Employment 
or  appointment  made  for  a  specified  time  without  the  approval  of 
the  Personnel  Board,  to  cover  an  unforeseen  emergency. 

(j)  Examination  —  Any  test  of  fitness  to  determine  the 
qualifications  of  applicants  for  any  Town  position. 

(k)  Grievance  —  A  misunderstanding  or  disagreement 
between  an  employee  and  a  supervisor  or  department  head  that 
relates  to  working  conditions  and  relationships,  or  to  policies  and 
procedures. 
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(l)  Holiday  —  The  Lord’s  Day  and  all  days  on  which  legal 
holidays  are  observed  in  Barnstable  County  pursuant  to  Section  7 
of  Chapter  4,  of  the  General  Laws;  provided,  however,  that  the 
phrase  “holiday”  shall  not  include  the  Lord’s  Day  for  purpose  of 
holiday  pay. 

(m)  Holiday  Pay  —  Additional  compensation  for  work 
performed  on  a  holiday,  as  provided  for  in  this  by-law. 

(n)  Non-Occupational  Sick  Leave  —  To  be  construed  as 
sickness  of  the  employee  or  sickness  of  a  member  of  the  immediate 
family  of  the  employee  residing  in  the  same  household. 

(o)  Overtime  —  Time  in  excess  of  the  normal  hours  or  days  in 
the  normal  work  week  of  a  department. 

(p)  Part-Time  Employment  —  Less  than  full-time 
employment;  not  meeting  the  requirements  of  a  normal  work 
week. 

(q)  Position  —  An  office  or  place  of  employment  in  the  Town 
service  with  duties  and  responsibilities  calling  for  part-time  or  full¬ 
time  employment  of  one  person  in  the  performance  and  exercise 
thereof. 

(r)  Promotion  —  A  change  from  one  position  of  lower  class  and 
compensation  to  a  position  of  higher  class  and  compensation  and 
greater  responsibilities. 

(s)  Regular  Employee  —  An  employee  in  the  Town  service 
filling  a  position  which,  so  far  as  can  be  determined,  is  an 
assignment  of  indefinite  duration. 

(t)  Temporary  or  Seasonal  Position  —  Any  specific  position 
which  is  time-limited,  and  for  which  no  benefits  are  specifically 
available,  unless  specifically  authorized  by  this  by-law. 

(u)  Town  —  The  Town  of  Harwich. 

(v)  Veteran  —  A  person  who  is  a  veteran  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  1  of  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws. 

Part  II.  PERSONNEL  BOARD 
Section  1.  Membership. 

(a)  There  is  hereby  established  an  unpaid  Personnel  Board 
consisting  of  five  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  Each  such  member  shall  be  a  registered  voter  of  the 
Town  and  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years. 
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(b)  If  any  member  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  resign  or 
otherwise  vacate  his  office  before  the  expiration  of  his  term,  his 
successor  shall  be  appointed,  as  provided  above,  to  serve  for  the 
balance  of  the  unexpired  term. 

(c)  No  person  shall  serve  upon  said  Personnel  Board  who  is  at 
the  same  time  an  employee  of  the  Town,  or  who  holds  an  elective 
Town  office  or  who  is  a  member  of  any  other  permanent  Town 
committee,  board  or  commission.  However,  nothing  herein  shall 
be  deemed  to  prohibit  the  Chairman  of  the  Personnel  Board  from 
designating  a  member  of  the  Board  to  serve  ex-officio  as  a 
representative  of  the  Personnel  Board  on  a  study  committee  of  the 
Town  Meeting. 

Section  2.  Officers  and  Proceedings. 

(a)  The  Personnel  Board  shall  annually  elect  its  own  Chairman  and 
Vice-Chairman;  and  in  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the  Chairman,  the 
Vice-Chairman  shall  act  as  Chairman.  The  Board  shall  keep  a  record 
of  its  official  proceedings  and  actions,  may  establish  its  own  rules  of 
procedure  and  may,  subject  to  appropriation  therefor,  make  such 
expenditures  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  performance  of  its  duties. 

(b)  The  Personnel  Board  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  it  shall 
determine  in  its  rules,  for  the  transaction  of  business  under  this  by¬ 
law.  A  majority  of  the  total  membership  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Board  and  the 
affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  said  total  membership  shall  be 
necessary  for  any  official  act  of  the  Board. 

(c)  The  Selectmen  shall  furnish  the  Personnel  Board  with  such 
office  space  as  it  may  require  for  the  performance  of  its  duties  and  the 
storage  of  its  property. 

Section  3.  Assistance  for  Personnel  Board.  The  Personnel  Board 
may,  subject  to  appropriation  therefor,  arrange  for  such  clerical, 
technical  and  other  assistance  as  it  deems  necesary. 

Section  4.  Administrative  Authority  of  Personnel  Board. 

(a)  The  Personnel  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  the 
provisions  of  this  by-law  and  it  shall  have  the  authority  to  decide 
conclusively  for  all  parties  concerned  all  questions  relating  to  the 
interpretation  and  application  of  this  by-law. 

(b)  The  Personnel  Board  may  from  time  to  time  issue,  amend,  or 
revoke  administrative  regulations  for  the  purpose  of  giving  effect  to 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law. 
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(c)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  Personnel  Board 
shall  have  access  to  all  facts,  figures,  records  and  other  information 
relating  to  the  personnel  of  Town  departments  covered  by  this  by¬ 
law,  and  the  same  shall  be  furnished  forthwith  by  any  such 
department  whenever  so  requested  by  the  Personnel  Board,  in 
such  form  as  said  Board  may  require. 

Section  5.  Annual  Report.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  file  an  annual 
report  of  its  activities  and  recommendations  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  not  later  than  the  31st  day  of  December  in  each  year. 

Section  6.  Studies  by  Personnel  Board. 

(a)  The  Personnel  Board  from  time  to  time,  of  its  own  motion, 
shall  review  and  investigate  the  work  content  and  standard  rates  of 
compensation  of  all  positions  within  the  scope  of  this  by-law,  said 
reviews  and  investigations  to  cover  all  such  positions  at  intervals  of 
not  more  than  three  years.  The  Personnel  Board  may  make  such 
other  investigations  of  the  conditions  of  employment  of  such 
employees  as  it  deems  necessary  and  proper,  and  may  investigate 
any  complaint  relative  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  filed  with  the 
Board  by  any  Department  Head,  Town  employee  or  other  person 
or  organization. 

(b)  The  Personnel  Board  shall  make  such  recommendations  to 
the  regular  Annual  Town  Meeting  relative  to  the  amendment  of  this 
by-law  as  the  Board  deems  necessary  and  proper,  but  shall  report 
out  no  recommendations  to  a  Special  Town  Meeting  other  than  a 
recommendation  authorized  by  Section  2  of  this  Part. 

Section  7.  Emergency  Classifications  and  Compensation.  In  the 

case  of  urgent  necessity  the  Personnel  Board,  after  consultation  with  the 
appointing  authority,  may  anticipate  formal  action  by  the  Town  Meeting 
by  establishing  new  classes  of  positions,  and  compensation  therefor, 
subject  to  subsequent  early  ratification  by  the  Town  at  a  Town  Meeting. 

Part  III.  PERSONNEL  RECORDS 
Section  1.  Personnel  Records  and  Reports. 

(a)  A  personnel  record  of  all  Town  employees,  including  both 
elected  and  appointed  employees,  shall  be  kept  by  the  Town 
Accountant  and/or  designee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
with  the  approval  of  the  Personnel  Board.  Said  record  shall  contain 
all  the  vital  statistics  and  other  pertinent  data  of  each  and  every 
person  employed  by  the  Town.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  town 
officer  and  employee  to  furnish  to  the  Town  Accountant  and/or 
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designee  forthwith,  upon  request,  all  data  necessary  for  the 
completion  of  such  record  and  of  such  records  and  reports  as  the 
Personnel  Board  may  require. 

(b)  Each  Department  Head  shall  submit  to  the  Town 
Accountant  on  Monday  of  each  week  in  such  form  as  the  Town 
Accountant  or  Personnel  Board  shall  require,  a  report  of  all  officers 
and  employees  of  the  department  absent  from  duty  during  the 
calendar  week  immediately  preceding,  specifying  in  each  case  the 
days  or  hours  absent  and  the  specific  nature  of  each  absence. 

Section  2.  Standardization.  The  Personnel  Board,  in  consultation 
with  other  Town  Officers  and  agencies  concerned,  shall  have  the 
authority  to  standardize  the  administrative  forms  and  records  used  in 
Town  personnel  administration,  other  than  those  whose  format  is 
regulated  by  statute  or  by  state  agencies  supervising  municipal 
administration. 

Part  IV.  REGULAR  NORMAL  WORKING  SCHEDULES 

Section  1.  Normal  Work  Week.  The  regular  normal  work  hours  of 
Town  employees  shall  be  as  follows: 

Office  employees  35  hours  per  week 

Other  full-time  employees  40  hours  per  week 

Custodial  employees  Varied 

Section  2.  Work  Hours.  The  regular  normal  hours  per  day  and  days 
per  week  shall  be  established  by  the  respective  operating  departments, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  or  otherwise  established  by 
law. 

Section  3.  Payroll  Week.  The  Town  payroll  week  covers  the  seven 
day  period  ending  each  Saturday. 

Part  V.  APPOINTMENT,  PROMOTIONS  AND  TRANSFERS 

Section  1.  Coverage.  This  part  shall  apply  to  all  Town  appointive 
positions,  except  for  positions  that  are  or  may  be  covered  by  Civil 
Service.  No  person  covered  by  Civil  Service  shall  be  appointed, 
transferred  or  promoted  unless  such  action  is  taken  in  compliance  with 
Civil  Service  laws  and  rules. 

Section  2.  Recruitment. 

(a)  Proposed  new  positions,  including  part-time,  temporary  and 
seasonal  positions,  shall  be  recruited  and  filled  only  after  review 
and  approval  of  the  Personnel  Board. 
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(b)  Announcement  of  position  vacancies  and  of  opportunities  for 
examination,  where  required,  shall  be  made  in  order  to  bring  the 
vacancies  to  the  attention  of  potential  applicants  by  such  means  as, 
but  not  limited  to:  posting,  public  advertising  and  solicitation  of 
applications.  The  Town  Hall  bulletin  board  will  be  used  as  well  as 
other  Town  offices  and  buildings. 

(c)  Applications  for  employment  may  be  rejected  if  (1)  the 
applicant  lacks  the  established  qualification  requirements  for  the 
position,  (2)  the  applicant  is  physically  unfit  to  perform  the  duties  of 
the  position,  and  (3)  the  applicant  has  been  dismissed  from 
previous  employment  for  delinquency,  insubordination  or 
misconduct,  or  has  resigned  because  of  charges  of  delinquency  or 
misconduct. 

Section  3.  Selection.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  determine  which  test 
or  combination  of  tests  will  be  used  to  evaluate  the  relative  fitness  of  each 
candidate  for  each  position,  whether  it  be  a  promotion  or  original 
appointment.  A  variety  of  tests  may  be  employed,  including,  but  not 
limited  to:  assessment  of  training  and  experience,  oral  interview,  written 
examination,  performance  test,  physical  examination  and  reference 
checks.  Each  test  will  be  utilized  and  administered  on  a  standardized 
basis  to  ensure  equity  and  fairness. 

Section  4.  Transfers.  A  position  may  be  filled  by  transferring  an 
employee  from  one  position  to  another  Town  position  of  the  same  or 
similar  class  having  the  same  or  lower  maximum  pay  rate,  involving 
similar  duties,  and  requiring  essentially  the  same  qualifications. 
Interdepartmental  transfers  must  be  approved  beforehand  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  with  notification  in  writing  to  the  Personnel  Board. 

Section  5.  Promotions.  Wherever  possible,  it  shall  be  the  policy  of  the 
Town  to  promote  qualified  persons,  based  on  job  performance  and  other 
factors,  including  seniority,  from  various  departments  to  fill  vacancies. 
Employees  holding  part-time  positions,  and  who  are  qualified,  will  be 
considered  first  when  filling  vacancies  to  permanent  positions.  All 
notices  of  vacancies  shall  be  duly  posted  in  Town  buildings,  and  all 
advertisements  and  notices  shall  include  information  where  the 
applicant  may  obtain  information  on  the  position,  salary  schedule, 
position  description,  benefits,  employment  conditions,  as  well  as  an 
employment  application  and  filing  date.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  be 
notified  in  writing  by  the  appointing  authority  of  all  promotions. 

Section  6.  Probationary  Period.  Each  person  promoted  or 
appointed  to  a  permanent  position  shall  be  required  to  successfully 
complete  a  probationary  period  of  six  (6)  months  to  enable  the 
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Department  Head  to  observe  the  employee’s  ability  to  perform  the 
various  duties  of  the  position.  In  the  event  that  a  promoted  employee  is 
found  not  to  have  met  the  requirements  of  the  position,  the  employee 
may  be  permitted  to  return  to  the  position  formerly  held.  In  the  event 
that  a  new  employee  to  Town  service  is  found  not  to  have  met  the 
requirements  of  the  appointment,  such  person  shall  be  notified  prior  to 
the  end  of  the  probationary  period  and  shall  be  terminated,  provided 
however  that  such  termination  will  not  adversely  affect  future 
employment  in  Town  service.  An  appointing  authority  may  extend  the 
probationary  period  by  not  more  than  an  additional  three  (3)  months, 
and  shall  notify  the  Personnel  Board  in  writing  of  such  extension. 

Part  VI.  CLASSIFICATION  AND  COMPENSATION 

Section  1.  The  Classification  and  Compensation  Plans.  The 

Classification  Plan  is  a  plan  classifying  positions  in  Town  service  into 
groups  and  classes  of  positions,  in  which  incumbents  perform 
substantially  similar  work  or  have  substantially  equal  responsibility.  The 
Compensation  Plan  is  a  listing  of  salaries  or  wages  allocated  to  pay 
grades  by  classes  or  positions.  Both  Plans  are  set  forth  in  the  Appendix 
to  this  by-law  and  are  made  part  thereof. 

Section  2.  General  Pay  Adjustments.  General  pay  adjustments  in 
the  Compensation  Plans  coming  within  the  scope  of  this  by-law  and 
approved  by  Town  Meeting  shall  become  effective  the  first  day  of  the 
following  fiscal  year.  Any  such  adjustment  shall  not  bar  the  movement  to 
the  next  higher  step,  if  any,  on  the  proper  anniversary  date  within  such 
fiscal  year,  based  on  the  adjusted  rates  established  for  the  employee’s 
classifications. 

Section  3.  Compensation  —  Elected  Officials.  The  compensation 
to  be  paid  elected  officials  shall  be  fixed  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  at 
Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Section  4.  Determination  of  Classification.  The  classification  of 
appointive  personnel,  whether  regular  part-time  or  full-time,  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Personnel  Board,  and  their  compensation  and  step- 
rate  increases  shall  be  that  specified  in  the  Compensation  Plan. 

Section  5.  Higher  Entrance  Rate.  Upon  recommendation  of  a 
Department  Head,  supported  by  evidence  in  writing  of  special  reasons 
and  exceptional  circumstances  satisfactory  to  the  Personnel  Board,  said 
board  may  authorize  an  entrance  rate  above  the  minimum  rate  for  the 
position  as  specified  in  the  Plan. 

Section  6.  Transfers.  When  a  person  already  in  town  service  is 
transferred  to  another  position  having  a  maximum  rate  lower  than  the 
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rate  of  compensation  being  received  in  the  former  position,  that  person 
shall  be  placed  either  at  the  same  rate  but  not  more  than  the  maximum 
step  of  the  new  level. 

Section  7.  Step  Rate  Increases.  Every  employee  in  an  appointive 
position  for  which  step  rate  increases  are  provided  under  the  Plan  may 
be  considered  for  an  increase  to  the  first  or  next  higher  step  rate,  as  the 
case  may  be,  within  his  compensation  grade.  Any  such  increase  shall  be 
effective  on  the  anniversary  date  of  his  last  employment  or  date  of 
reclassifications,  whichever  is  later,  provided  not  less  than  twelve 
months  of  service  has  been  rendered  since  the  date  of  last  employment 
or  reclassification  or  the  date  of  his  last  preceding  step  rate  increase, 
whichever  is  later,  until  the  maximum  rate  is  reached.  Such  step  rate 
increases  shall  be  made  only  with  the  approval  of  the  Personnel  Board  on 
certification  by  the  appropriate  Department  Head  that  the  employee  has 
performed  satisfactorily  for  the  previous  twelve  months. 

Section  8.  Change  in  Job  Title.  No  change  in  the  title  of  a  class  of 
positions  shall  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  compensation .  of 
incumbents  serving  in  positions  allocated  to  the  class  at  the  time  of  such 
change. 

Section  9.  No  Reduction  in  Pay  at  Installation  of  Plan.  No 

employee  incumbent  in  a  Town  position  subject  to  this  by-law  shall  suffer 
a  reduction  of  the  salary  or  wage  being  received  by  him  at  the  time  of 
installation  of  the  Plan.  If  such  employee  is  receiving  a  salary  or  wage  in 
excess  of  the  maximum  rate  established  for  his  position  by  the  Plan,  such 
salary  or  wage  shall  become  a  personal  rate  applicable  only  to  that 
employee  and  to  no  other,  and  shall  disappear  when  such  employee 
leaves  the  Town  service  or  transfers  to  another  position.  No  other 
employee  subsequently  appointed  to  the  position  so  vacated  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  personal  rate  of  his  predecessor.  Personal  rates  of 
employees  subject  to  this  section  shall  not  increase,  but  shall  disappear 
when  equalled  or  exceeded  by  the  rate  established  for  the  position 
concerned  by  any  later  amendments  of  the  Plan. 

Section  10.  Holiday  Pay.  Regular  employees  shall  be  paid  one  day  at 
regular  straight-time  pay  for  all  State  legal  holidays  which  fall  on,  or  are 
observed  on,  regular  scheduled  work  days.  Thus,  if  a  State  legal  holiday 
shall  fall  on  a  Sunday  but  shall  be  observed  on  the  following  Monday,  it 
shall  be  paid  for.  If  a  holiday  falls  on  a  Saturday  which  is  not  a  regular 
scheduled  work  day,  it  shall  not  be  paid  for. 

Section  11.  Si\ow  Days.  The  “no  school”  signal  shall  serve  to  notify 
Town  employees,  except  those  performing  essential  services,  such  as 
uniformed  members  of  the  Police  and  Fire  departments,  employees  of 
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the  Highway  and  Water  departments,  and  such  other  employees  that 
may  be  designated  as  essential  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the 
purpose  of  this  section,  that  there  is  no  work  on  such  day  and  they  will  be 
compensated  as  though  work  was  actually  performed  on  such  day. 

Section  12.  Extra  Pay  and  Overtime. 

(a)  Hourly  rated  wage-earners  shall  be  paid  overtime  hours 
worked  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-half  times  the  basic  hourly  rate. 
This  overtime  shall  be  paid  to  hourly  rated  wage-earners  for  hours 
worked  on  a  paid  holiday.  A  holiday  not  worked  by  an  hourly  rated 
wage-earner  shall  be  considered  as  a  day  worked  for  the  purposes 
of  computing  his  overtime  pay,  provided  that  said  holiday  occurs 
on  a  scheduled  work  day  within  his  normal  work  week. 

(b)  All  non-supervisory  employees  will  be  paid  straight-time  for 
such  hours  up  to  forty  hours  in  a  calendar  week.  If  such  non- 
supervisory  employees  perform  work  for  more  than  forty  hours  in 
any  calendar  week,  they  shall  be  paid  for  overtime  work  in  excess 
of  forty  hours  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-half  times  their  regular 
weekly  pay  divided  by  the  number  of  hours  in  their  normal  work 
week  schedules. 

(c)  Supervisory  employees  shall  be  deemed  to  have  a  continuing 
responsibility  to  serve  the  public  and  the  aforesaid  provisions  shall 
not  apply  to  them. 

(d)  Overtime  shall  be  worked  only  when  necessary  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Department  Head  and  shall  be  authorized  by  him 
in  advance. 

Section  13.  Longevity  Pay.  Employees  who  have  occupied  the  top 
step  in  one  position  under  the  Plan  for  not  less  than  five  years  and  whose 
compensation  is  established  by  the  Personnel  Board,  upon  being 
recommended  for  meritorious  accomplishments  for  the  previous  year 
by  the  department  head  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Personnel  Board, 
may  be  granted  not  more  than  once  in  any  year  thereafter  while 
remaining  in  said  position  a  merit  bonus  of  five  per  cent  of  the  current 
annual  pay.  Such  bonus,  if  granted,  shall  be  in  addition  to  regular  annual 
pay  and  shall  not  be  considered  as  part  of  base  pay. 

Part  VII.  VACATION  LEAVE. 

Section  1.  Vacation  Leave  —  Regular  Employees.  Vacation  leave 
shall  be  granted  to  regular  full-time  employees  subject  to  the  following 
provisions: 
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(a)  Employees  who  have  been  employed  less  than  twelve  full 
months  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  their  employment  shall  be 
granted  vacation  leave  of  one  day  with  full  pay  for  each  full  month 
of  employment  provided  that  such  vacation  leave  shall  not  exceed 
ten  days. 

(b)  Employees  who  have  been  employed  for  more  than  twelve 
months  shall  be  granted  vacation  leave  with  full  pay  as  follows: 

Years  Employed  Vacation  Leave 

One  year  but  less  than  five  years  Ten  work  days 

Five  years  but  less  than  ten  years  Fifteen  work  days 

Ten  years  or  more  Twenty  work  days 

(c)  Weekly  vacation  pay  for  full-time  salaried  employees  is  to  be 
calculated  by  dividing  52  weeks  into  the  basic  annual  salary  as  of 
the  time  the  vacation  pay  is  drawn.  Weekly  vacation  pay  for  full¬ 
time  hourly-paid  employees  is  based  on  forty  (40)  hours  at  the  basic 
straight-time  hourly  rate  at  the  time  the  vacation  pay  is  drawn. 

(d)  Vacation  pay  for  any  regular  part-time  employee  is  to  be 
prorated  according  to  the  number  of  days  or  hours  per  full-time 
week  which  such  employee  is  normally  required  to  work. 

(e)  The  time  of  granting  vacation  leave  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Department  Head. 

(f)  In  the  event  of  termination  of  employment  for  any  reason 
other  than  voluntary  resignation  or  dismissal  for  cause,  or  by 
reason  of  retirement,  or  of  any  employee  who  has  been  in  the 
continuous  service  of  the  Town  for  at  least  one  year,  such 
employee  shall  be  paid  for  any  portion  of  his  vacation  which  may 
have  accrued  since  the  employee’s  immediately  preceding 
vacation.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  an  employee,  any  such 
accrued  vacation  pay  shall  be  payable  to  his  estate. 

(g)  Annual  vacations  with  pay  shall  be  taken  in  the  fiscal  year 
(July  1  to  June  30)  in  which  they  are  due  and  shall  not  accumulate 
from  year  to  year. 

Part  VIII.  COURT  LEAVE 

Section  1.  When  to  be  Granted.  A  court  leave  of  absence  shall  be 

granted  to  any  Town  officer  or  employee  who: 

« 

(a)  is  called  to  serve  upon  a  jury,  or 

(b)  is  summoned  to  appear  in  court  as  a  witness,  or 
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(c)  shall  request  court  leave  for  the  purpose  of  appearing  in  court 
as  a  defendant  or  litigant.  Such  leave  shall  be  granted  only  for  the 
period  of  such  jury  service  or  for  the  period  during  which  said 
officer  or  employee  is  required  to  be  in  court;  and  it  shall  in  noway 
affect  the  employment  rights  of  said  officer  or  employee. 

j 

Section  2.  Status  of  Jury  and  Witness  Fees.  If  the  jury  or  witness 
fees,  exclusive  of  travel  allowances,  received  by  said  officer  or  employee 
for  such  jury  duty  or  for  service  as  a  witness  in  court  shall  be  less  than  the 
regular  rate  of  compensation  received  by  him  from  the  Town,  the 
difference  between  said  fees  and  said  regular  rate  of  compensation  shall 
be  paid  to  such  officer  or  employee  by  the  Town.  If  the  amount  of  such 
fees  received  by  said  officer  or  employee  shall  exceed  the  regular  rate  of 
compensation  received  by  him  from  the  Town,  no  compensation  shall  be 
paid  to  him  by  the  Town  for  the  period  of  his  jury  duty  or  witness  duty; 
provided,  however  that  to  qualify  for  any  payment  by  the  Town 
hereunder,  the  officer  or  employee  aforesaid  must  furnish  the  Town 
Accountant  with  complete  and  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  jury  or 
witness  fees  paid.  As  used  in  this  paragraph,  the  phrase  “regular  rate  of 
compensation”  shall  mean  the  amount  of  salary  or  wages  which  the 
Town  would  pay  to  such  officer  or  employee  for  the  hours  of  work  which 
he  would  normally  perform  during  the  calendar  time  period  otherwise 
consumed  by  his  jury  or  witness  service. 

Section  3.  Private  Court  Appearance.  When  court  leave  is  granted 
to  an  officer  or  employee  to  appear  in  court  as  a  defendant  or  litigant,  it 
shall  be  granted  without  pay;  provided,  however,  that  the  said  officer  or 
employee  may  substitute  one  day  of  court  leave  with  pay  for  one  day  of 
vacation  leave  with  pay,  not  to  exceed  in  number  the  total  number  of 
days  of  vacation  leave  with  pay  due  to  said  officer  or  employee  during  the 
year  in  which  such  court  leave  with  pay  is  granted. 

Part  IX.  MILITARY  LEAVE 
Section  1.  Military  Leave  Provisions. 

(a)  Employees  coming  within  the  scope  of  this  by-law  with  a 
minimum  of  six  consecutive  months  employment  with  the  Town 
who  serve  in  the  State  or  Federal  military  training  forces  under 
orders  shall  be  allowed  full  pay  for  not  more  than  ten  work  days  and 
shall  be  granted  a  military  leave  of  absence  without  pay  for  the 
period  of  their  required  service  with  said  forces  in  excess  thereof. 

(b)  Military  leave  of  absence  with  pay  shall  be  granted  to 
employees  of  the  Town  on  occasion  of  their  appearance  before  the 
appropriate  agency  or  agencies,  or  for  physical  examinations 
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ordered,  but  no  such  leave  shall  be  granted  for  a  period  of  more 
than  one  day  without  the  approval  of  the  Department  Head.  Such 
leave  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  military  leave  of  absence. 

(c)  A  military  leave  of  absence  without  pay  shall  be  granted  to 
any  Town  officer  or  employee  called  to  active  duty  with  the  State  or 
Federal  armed  forces  for  purposes  other  than  the  routine  annual 
tour  of  duty  for  training  purposes. 

(d)  As  used  herein,  the  phrases  “military  training  forces”  or 
“armed  forces”  shall  mean  the  United  States  Air  Force,  the  United 
States  Army,  the  United  States  Navy,  the  United  States  Marine 
Corps,  the  United  States  Coast  Guard,  the  Massachusetts 
National  Guard,  the  Massachusetts  Air  National  Guard,  the 
Massachusetts  State  Guard,  and  any  and  all  components  thereof. 

Part  X.  SICK  LEAVE 
Section  1.  Occupational  Sick  Leave. 

(a)  Each  employee  subject  to  Chapter  152  of  the  General  laws 
pertaining  to  workmen’s  compensaton  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  said  Chapter. 

(b)  Each  employee  not  covered  by  said  Chapter  152,  including 
fire  fighters  and  police  officers,  who  sustains  injury  or  illness  arising 
out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his  employment  in  the  Town  service, 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  his  full  pay  for  the  period  of  his 
incapacity.  If  such  period  exceeds  thirty  days,  continued  payment 
beyond  such  period  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Personnel 
Board,  which  may  require  periodic  written  medical  testimony 
supporting  the  claim  of  continued  incapacity  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  its  approval. 

Section  2.  Non-Occupational  Sick  Leave.  The  granting  of  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  and  the  payment  of  compensation  to  persons  on 
non-occupational  sick  leave  due  to  total  disability  is  limited  to  regular  full¬ 
time  and  regular  part-time  employees  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  provisions: 

(a)  The  Department  Head  shall  investigate  and  ascertain  the 
validity  of  any  request  for  non-occupational  sick  leave  and  shall 
approve  the  same  if  and  when  satisfied  as  to  the  validity  of  such 
request.  A  physician’s  certificate  may  be  required  in  any  case  of 
leave  claimed  hereunder  if  such  leave  is  of  no  more  than  ten  (10) 
days  duration.  If  leave  exceeds  ten  days  duration,  such  certificate 
shall  be  required  by  the  Department  head  and  a  copy  filed  with  the 
Personnel  Board  and  Town  Accountant. 
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(b)  No  non-occupational  sick  leave  with  pay  shall  be  granted 
during  the  first  three  months  of  employment,  but  such  leave 
without  pay  may  be  granted. 

(c)  A  regular  full-time  employee  who  has  been  employed  by  the 
Town  for  more  than  three  months  but  less  than  one  year  may  be 
granted  a  maximum  cumulative  benefit  for  non-occupational  sick 
leave  with  full  pay  for  five  work  days.  Such  employees  who  have 
been  employed  by  the  Town  for  at  least  one  year  but  not  more  than 
two  years  may  be  granted  a  maximum  cumulative  benefit  for  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  with  full  pay  for  ten  work  days.  Such 
employees  who  have  been  employed  by  the  Town  for  more  than 
two  years  may  be  granted  an  addition  to  their  maximum 
cumulative  benefit  for  non-occupational  sick  leave  with  pay,  such 
addition  being  three  work  days  for  each  additional  full  year  of 
employment  beginning  with  the  second  anniversary  of  such 
employment. 

(d)  A  regular  part-time  employee  may  be  granted  a  maximum 
cumulative  benefit  for  non-occupational  sick  leave  on  the  same 
basis  as  provided  in  (b)  and  (c)  above,  but  any  payment  of  such 
benefits  shall  be  prorated  according  to  the  number  of  hours  or  days 
per  full-time  week  which  such  employee  is  normally  required  to 
work. 

(e)  Successive  periods  of  total  disability  for  which  sick  leave  with 
pay  is  payable  shall  be  added  together  in  determining  whether  an 
employee  has  received  sick  leave  pay  for  the  maximum  period  to 
which  he  is  entitled  under  the  above  schedule.  However,  an 
employee  shall  requalify  for  the  maximum  period  of  benefits  to 
which  his  credited  service  entitles  him  under  the  schedule  after  he 
shall  have  worked  for  whichever  of  the  following  periods  is  first: 

(i)  a  total  of  26  weeks  since  his  last  period  of  total  disability 
due  to  non-occupational  sick  leave,  or 

(ii)  a  total  of  26  weeks  since  his  last  period  of  total  disability 
during  which  his  maximum  period  of  sick  leave  with  pay 
expired. 

(f)  Non-occupational  sick  leave  with  pay  shall  not  be  granted  if 
the  Personnel  Board  determines  that  the  total  disability  is  due  to 
over-indulgence  in  alcohol  or  narcotics  or  to  the  employee’s  own 
misconduct. 

(g)  Any  dispute  as  to  the  eligibility  of  an  employee  to  non- 
occupational  sick  leave  payments  hereunder  or  as  to  the  amount  of 
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such  payments  may  be  taken  to  the  Personnel  Board  by  the 
employee  concerned,  by  the  employing  authority  or  by  the  Town 
Accountant,  and  the  decision  of  the  Personnel  Board  as  to  such 
dispute  shall  be  final. 

Part  XI.  MISCELLANEOUS  LEAVE 

Section  1.  Bereavement  Leave.  Bereavement  leave  without  loss  of 
pay  may  be  granted  to  any  Town  employee,  as  follows: 

(a)  Death  of  Spouse  —  up  to  four  (4)  work  days  immediately 
following  such  death; 

(b)  Death  in  Immediate  Family  -  up  to  three  (3)  work  days  upon 
the  death  in  the  immediate  family  of  any  employee  meaning 
mother,  mother-in-law,  father,  father-in-law,  sister,  brother  or 
child. 

Section  2.  Leave  Without  Pay.  Upon  approval  by  the  appropriate 
Department  Head,  an  employee  may  be  granted  leave  without  pay  up  to 
thirty  (30)  consecutive  work  days.  At  the  end  of  such  leave,  the 
employee  shall  return  to  the  same  or  similar  position  at  the  same  rate  of 
pay.  Failure  to  report  promptly  at  the  end  of  such  leave  shall  be 
considered  a  resignation.  During  this  type  of  leave,  an  employee  shall  not 
be  eligible  to  accrue  vacation  leave  or  sick  leave  credits.  The 
Department  Head  shall  be  responsible: 

(a)  to  see  to  it  that  the  conditions  of  each  such  leave  are  faithfully 
recorded,  and 

(b)  to  see  to  it  that  the  Town  Accountant  is  notified  in  writing  of 
all  information  relating  to  such  leave. 

Section  3.  Maternity  Leave. 

(a)  A  regular  employee  is  entitled  to  at  least  eight  (8)  weeks  of 
maternity  leave,  provided  that  she  has  been  employed  at  least 
three  consecutive  months,  and  provided  she  gives  two  weeks 
written  notice  of  her  expected  departure  date  and  notice  that  she 
intends  to  return  to  work. 

(b)  Said  employee  is  entitled  to  return  to  the  same  or  similar 
position  without  loss  of  benefits  for  which  she  was  eligible  on  the 
date  her  leave  commenced,  provided  that  she  terminates  her 
maternity  leave  within  eight  weeks  after  her  confinement. 

(c)  Accrued  sick  leave  benefits  shall  be  provided  for  maternity 
leave  under  the  same  conditions  and  terms  which  apply  to  other 
temporary  medical  disabilities.

(d)  A  maternity  leave  of  absence  without  pay  commencing  no 
sooner  than  three  months  before  the  expected  birth  and 
terminating  no  later  than  three  months  subsequent  to  the  birth  of 
the  child  shall  be  granted  to  a  pregnant  employee  provided,  as 
follows: 

(i)  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  month  of  pregnancy,  the 
employee  shall  furnish  further  medical  certification  of  her 
fitness  to  continue  in  this  position.  In  subsequent  months,  an 
employee  may  be  required  to  furnish  additional  medical 
certification;  at  the  end  of  the  seventh  month  of  pregnancy, 
the  employee  must  submit  to  the  Department  Head  a  written 
statement  from  her  physician  how  long  she  may  safely 
continue  her  employment  prior  to  the  expected  day  of 
confinement,  and  a  physician’s  certificate  of  fitness  may  be 
required  before  the  employee  returns  to  work. 

(ii)  prior  to  the  commencement  of  maternity  leave,  the 
employee  shall  indicate  in  writing  her  intention  to  return  to 
work  at  the  termination  of  the  leave  and  that  she  shall  notify 
the  Department  Head,  with  copy  to  the  Personnel  Board,  if 
she  decides  not  to  return  to  work. 

Part  XII.  RIGHT  OF  APPEAL 

Section  1.  Right  of  Appeal.  Employees  covered  by  this  by-law  shall 
have  the  right  to  appeal  any  matter  covered  by  the  by-law,  as  follows: 

Step  1  —  Each  appeal  shall  be  in  writing  to  the  Department 
Head  within  ten  (10)  work  days  after  the  incident  upon  which  the 
appeal  is  based.  The  Department  Head  shall  have  five  (5)  work 
days  in  which  to  respond  to  the  employee  in  writing. 

Step  2  —  In  the  event  that  the  Department  Head  fails  to  respond 
to  the  employee  within  the  allocated  time,  or  should  the  employee 
not  be  willing  to  accept  the  decision  of  the  Department  Head,  the 
employee,  within  another  five  (5)  work  days,  may  appeal  in  writing 
to  the  Personnel  Board.  Within  fifteen  (15)  work  days,  the 
Personnel  Board  shall  hold  a  hearing  on  the  appeal  and  render  a 
decision  not  later  than  fifteen  (15)  work  days  following  said  hearing. 
The  decision  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  be  final. 

Part  XIII.  AMENDMENTS  AND  SEVERANCE 

Section  1.  Amendments.  It  shall  be  Town  policy  to  amend  this  by-law 
only  at  an  Annual  Town  Meeting,  unless  amendment  at  an  earlier  time 
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shall  be  made  clearly  imperative  by  a  specific  provision  of  State  Law. 
This  by-law  shall  not  be  amended  at  a  special  Town  Meeting  except  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  said  Town  Meeting. 

Section  2.  Severance  Clause.  The  provisions  of  this  by-law  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  severable,  and  if  any  such  provision  or  the 
application  of  any  such  provision  to  any  person  or  circumstances  shall 
be  held  to  be  invalid,  illegal  or  unconstitutional,  such  invalidity,  illegality 
or  unconstitutionality  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  the  validity,  legality 
or  constitutionality  of  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or  the  application 
of  said  by-law  to  persons  or  circumstances  other  than  those  as  to  which 
it  is  held  invalid,  illegal  or  unconstitutional. 

This  by-law  shall  take  effect. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salaries  of  the  elected 
officials  of  the  Town  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1,  1985  and 
ending  June  30,  1986  as  follows:

The  Special  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:30  P.M.  in  the  High 
School  Auditorium,  Oak  St.,  Harwich,  by  the  Moderator,  Michael  D. 
Ford,  and  then  recessed  for  a  brief  period  to  allow  voters  who  were 
standing  in  line  in  the  hall  to  enter  and  be  seated.  At  7:40  P.M.  the 
Moderator  again  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  an  Invocation  was  given 
by  Father  Gabriel  of  Holy  Trinity  Church  in  West  Harwich.  The  Special 
Town  Meeting  Warrant  and  Return  of  Warrant  were  read  by  the  Town 
Clerk,  Ruth  B.  Ericson.  There  being  no  objection,  the  reading  of  the 
articles  was  waived. 

A  total  of  443  registered  voters  attended  this  meeting. 

The  Moderator  reviewed  Town  Meeting  Procedures  for  the  benefit  of 
new  voters  and  the  meeting  proceeded. 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sufficient  sum  of  money  to  be  added  to  line  item  134  of  the  budget  for 
fiscal  year  1986  as  voted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  April  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  necessary  insurance  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By 
request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Motion:  (Mr.  Ruggles)  I  move  that  this  article  be  accepted  and 
adopted  and  that  the  sum  of  Eighty-four  thousand,  five  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  ($84,550.00)  be  transferred  from  available  funds  for  this 
purpose.  (Duly  seconded)

Report  of  the 

Council  on  Aging 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  a  Town  agency  responsible  for  planning  and 
implementing  activities  designed  to  meet  the  needs  and  interests  of 
Senior  Citizens.  3,000  townspeople  are  enrolled  as  members  who  make 
use  of  our  services.  This  is  approximately  70  per  cent  of  the  adult 
population  of  Harwich,  according  to  the  1980  census. 

We  provide  a  broad  range  of  services  and  programs.  Among  them  are 
the  Minibus  which  offers  rides  for  Seniors  without  other  means  of 
transportation,  for  grocery  shopping  and  visits  to  Banks  and 
hairdresser.  Meals-on-Wheels  transports  ready-cooked  food  to  shut-ins. 
We  also  cooperate  with  Brooks  Library  to  send  a  Bookmobile  to  their 
homes.  We  work  with  the  Police  Department  to  conduct  a  Telephone 
Reassurance  program.  We  have  “Friendly  Visitors”  who  make  home 
calls  on  the  sick  and  aged. 

In  addition,  we  provide  counseling  on  a  regular  basis  on  matters  such 
as  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield,  Legal  Advice,  Finance  and  Taxes,  and  Social 
Security.  Twice  weekly  Blood  Pressure  monitoring  is  offered. 

Classes  are  organized  for  Physical  Fitness,  Arts,  Crafts  and  Hobbies, 
and  foreign  language  study.  Congregate  low-cost  nutritious  meals — with 
free  transportation — are  arranged.  We  offer  referrals  to  Elder  Services 
of  Cape  Cod  and  the  Islands.  We  handle  distribution  of  surplus 
government  food.  We  operate  a  Friendly  Thrift  Shop  that  offers  good 
quality,  inexpensive  clothes.  We  conduct  one-day  trips  to  interesting 
locales,  and  arrange  monthly  luncheons  at  a  variety  of  restaurants.  We 
are  affiliated  with  AARP. 
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The  Council  consists  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen, 
plus  an  Executive  Director  hired  by  the  Council.  We  are  funded  in  part 
by  a  Town  appropriation  and  in  part  by  a  non-profit  corporation  known 
as  The  Friends  of  Albro  House. 

The  Friends  of  Albro  House  raise  and  distribute  funds  to  provide 
programs  for  the  Senior  Citizens  of  Harwich  that  are  not  otherwise 
available.  For  example,  the  Minibus  is  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Friends. 

All  activities  and  services  are  available  to  persons  who  have  reached 
their  fifty-ninth  birthday.  A  call  to  Albro  House  at  432-4422  will  provide 
more  detailed  information.

Report  of  the 

Board  of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

After  a  Special  Town  Meeting  vote  the  Board  of  Selectmen  signed  a 
twenty  year  contract  with  SEMASS  Corp.,  which  will  operate  a  solid 
waste  to  energy  resource  plant  in  Rochester.  This  is  a  most  significant 
decision  which  will  have  a  positive  effect  on  controlling  contamination  to 
our  groundwater,  as  well  as  a  financial  impact  on  the  Town’s  future. 

SEMASS  does  not  mean  the  end  of  our  Disposal  Area.  The  use  of  the 
site  will  change  and  cost  will  increase  substantially.  Our  Disposal  Area 
will  need  major  improvements  such  as  the  construction  of  a  transfer 
station  and  a  weighing  station,  additional  personnel  and  the  adding  of 
transportation  costs  to  the  operating  budget.  With  this  in  mind  the 
Board  has  established  a  Solid  Waste  Advisory  Committee  to  develop 
and  implement  a  transition  plan  which  will  accommodate  SEMASS  in 
1988,  the  year  the  plant  is  scheduled  to  open. 

Some  changes  which  have  been  needed  at  the  Disposal  Area  and 
which  are  also  related  to  the  implementation  of  SEMASS  are  being 
proposed  by  the  Board: 

1.  The  addition  of  one  full-time  machine  operator,  so  that  the 
Disposal  Area  will  be  operated  by  two  persons  at  all  times. 

2 .  The  establishment  of  a  controlled  gate  house  entrance  manned 
by  part-time  personnel. 
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3.  User  fees  to  help  offset  the  cost  of  operation. 

We  ask  your  support  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  these  proposals. 
Septage  waste  is  another  problem  the  Town  will  have  to  face.  Following 
talks  with  the  Dennis  Board  of  Health,  there  are  plans  to  establish  a  joint 
Committee  to  study  the  possibility  of  regional  treatment  of  both  towns 
septage  waste. 

With  increased  work  load  demanding  more  time,  the  Building 
Inspector’s  office  has  found  it  difficult  to  provide  coverage  as  Health 
Inspector,  during  the  absence  of  our  part-time  Health  Agent. 

Since  1979,  the  Town  has  retained  a  summer  seasonal  employee  to  act 
as  Health  Agent.  The  first  employee  worked  for  a  period  of  eight  weeks. 
Each  year  since  then  the  work  period  has  increased  to  the  present 
twenty-four  weeks,  still  short  of  meeting  our  needs.  It  has  become 
obvious  that  a  full-time  Health  Agent  is  needed  and  the  Board  will  pursue 
this  in  the  coming  year.

Report  of  the 

Summer  Health  Agent 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  period  of  May  29  through  October  11, 1985,  the  Seasonal 
Health  Agent  made  186  inspections  of  Harwich’s  71  food  service 
establishments;  26  inspections  of  the  Town’s  20  semi-public  swimming 
pools;  149  inspections  were  made  for  final  approval  of  individual  sewage 
installations;  assistance  was  provided  to  installers  on  a  minimum  of  30 
proposed  disposal  installations.  Complaints,  which  varied  from  the 
illegal  keeping  of  swine  in  residential  areas  to  excessive  rubbish  and 
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grass  clippings,  were  handled  in  some  51  instances.  Seven  housing 
inspections  were  made,  mostly  involving  the  Housing  Assistance 
Corporation.  All  other  inspections  have  been  made  at  least  the  legally 
required  number  of  times. 

The  Health  Agent  assisted  the  County  Health  Department  with  three 
swimming  pool  seminars  involving  the  swimming  pool  code,  pool 
chemistry  and  pool  trouble  shooting;  it  is  expected  that  these  will  be 
repeated  next  season. 

After  20  years,  the  State  Health  Department  has  updated  the  State 
food  service  regulations,  copies  of  which  can  be  obtained  from  the  Town 
office  at  cost. 

It  is  expected  that  at  least  one  seminar  on  food  sanitation  and  the  new 
code  will  be  held  in  May-June  next  season. 

The  Town  continues  to  grow;  as  a  result,  a  brief  report  concerning  the 
future  staffing  of  the  Health  Department  was  requested  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  This  has  been  submitted  to  that  Board  and  to  the  Town 
Government  Study  Committee.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Most  of  the  Cape  Cod  Libraries  including  our  own  have  continued  to 
have  many  meetings  in  regard  to  automation.  As  a  step  towards 
coordinating  efforts  in  the  special  field  of  library  automation  and  other 
cooperative  projects,  the  Cape  &  Islands  Interlibrary  Association  has 
been  formed.  It  is  hoped  that  an  organization  of  this  type  will  be 
particularly  helpful  in  educating  librarians,  town  officials  and  patrons  of 
the  expanding  role  of  libraries  in  the  future. 

Special  holiday  parties  were  held  for  pre-schoolers  at  Halloween  and 
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Christmas.  As  usual,  Santa  Claus  and  his  helpers  were  much  favored  by 
the  young  patrons. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  single  event  was  the  laying  of  new  carpeting  on  the 
first  floor.  This  required  the  moving  of  over  10,000  books  and  the  shelves 
in  the  main  room  to  other  rooms — a  feat  accomplished  by  staff  and 
many  volunteers  in  a  little  over  three  hours.  During  the  following  two 
weeks  many  variations  on  this  theme  were  played  as  we  worked  to  clean 
and  put  the  library  back  into  shape.

During  1984  we  observed  our  first  increase  in  Part  I  Offenses  since 
1978.  This  was  a  very  large  disappointment  for  us  and  I  am  sorry  to 
report  that  1985  was  another  year  of  increases.  We  are  still  about  50% 
below  the  rate  for  1978  but  if  the  Town  continues  its  present  growth  it 
won’t  be  long  before  we  are  back  to  the  Crime  Index  of  1978. 

We  also  experienced  an  increase  in  automobile  accidents  this  year. 
We  feel  that  in  part  this  increase  was  due  to  the  increased  traffic  volume 
all  over  the  Cape  and  also  to  our  shortage  of  manpower  available  to 
commit  to  continual  traffic  enforcement  as  in  years  past. 

We  have  operated  the  entire  year  with  an  average  shortage  of  three 
officers.  These  shortages  are  a  result  of  normal  turn  over  and  officers 
injured  and  on  extended  leave.  It  is  difficult  to  maintain  some  on  going 
programs  with  shortages  such  as  these.  In  addition  to  the  shortages  we 
have  been  faced  with  an  increased  demand  for  services  further 
detracting  from  programs  such  as  traffic  enforcement  and  crime 
prevention.  We  are  hopeful  that  during  1986  we  will  be  back  up  to 
compliment  enabling  us  to  put  forth  a  serious  effort  toward  holding  the 
increased  statistics  in  check. 

During  1986  we  will  also  be  looking  at  the  increased  demand  for 
services,  the  priority  of  these  demands  and  the  number  of  employees 
necessary  to  meet  the  demands.  If  it  becomes  obvious  that  additonal 
employees  are  necessary  to  maintain  the  present  level  of  services  with 
the  increased  demand,  we  will  ask  the  next  Town  Meeting  to  fund  the 
additional  positions  or  by  negative  vote  advise  us  to  cut  back  on  the  type 
of  services  performed.  The  ultimate  decision  will  be  up  to  the  voters. 
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Our  congratulations  are  offered  to  Veronica  D.  Ritchie  who  retired 
from  the  Harwich  Police  Department  this  past  year.  Veronica  had 
served  the  Department  as  a  Dispatcher  and  Matron  since  January  of 
1973.  She  and  Russell  have  moved  to  Nova  Scotia  to  enjoy  their 
retirement  years. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  various  Town 
Departments,  the  citizens  of  Harwich  and  especially  the  members  of  the 
Police  Department  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  1985.

It  is 
difficult  indeed  to  anticipate  your  needs  for  emergency  fire  control  and 
medical  care,  but  in  an  attempt  to  do  so,  we  will  continue  to  recommend 
renovation  or  replacement  of  equipment  and  additional  personnel  as 
needed  using  innovative  approaches  in  order  to  be  most  economical  in 
the  use  of  tax  dollars.

All  citizens  and  visitors  should  be  proud  of  the  achievements  and 
improvements  made  to  your  ambulance  service  due  to  the  generous 
donations  given  the  Harwich  Fire  Department  Ambulance  and  Rescue 
Fund.  Through  the  judicious  use  of  these  monies,  your  fire  department 
has  been  able  to  keep  emergency  medical  technicians  and  paramedics 
trained  in  the  latest  emergency  medical  techniques.  We  are  able  to 
secure  the  best  possible  equipment  and  supplies  to  deal  with  the  many 
varied  medical  problems  we  encounter.  We  have  been  able  to  replace 
ambulances  so  that  our  units  at  Headquarters  and  at  the  East  Harwich 
Station  are  state-of-the-art. 

Each  day  the  mail  brings  donations  to  your  Fund,  varying  from  five  to 
five  thousand  dollars.  We  have  just  concluded  a  bidding  and  ordering 
process  which  will,  in  the  spring  of  1986,  replace  a  1980  ambulance  (and 
necessary  medical  equipment)  with  a  new  unit.  Although  the  cost  of  this 
modern  vehicle  will  be  nearly  $50,000.00,  your  Ambulance  Fund,  after 
the  purchase  is  complete,  will  still  have  a  balance  of  more  than 
$40,000.00. 

Continued  support  of  your  ambulance  and  rescue  services  through 
your  generous  donations  eliminates  the  need  for  any  tax  dollars  to  be 
used  for  equipment,  training,  supplies,  or  apparatus.  We  have  achieved 
the  reputation  of  having  the  best  ambulance  service  on  Cape  Cod  at  the 
least  cost  to  the  taxpayer.  You  deserve  much  credtit  for  this 
achievement.

A  total  of  $47,713.  was  collected  in  various  fees  and  paid  to  the  Town 
Treasurer.  A  total  of  666  building  permits  were  issued  for  an  estimated 
cost  of  $24,899,149.  Building  permits  increased  from  583  in  1984  to  666 
permits  in  1985,  an  increase  of  14%.  Also,  new  dwellings  increased  from 
217  in  1984  to  240  in  1985,  an  increase  of  10.5%.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

In  the  past  few  years,  I  have  been  reporting  to  you  on  the  progress 
being  made  in  training  our  staff  to  assist  you  in  the  event  of  an 
emergency. 

This  was  the  year  of  the  test.  Hurricane  Gloria  came  steaming  our 
way,  requiring  us  to  react  and  fully  implement  our  plans. 
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It  is  with  a  sense  of  pride  that  I  tell  you  that  “the  plan”  works.  The 
various  departments  responded  to  our  call  willingly.  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  were  available  throughout  the  crisis  period  for 
consultation  and  a  multitude  of  private  citizens  offered  assistance 
throughout  the  day. 

The  storm  did  us  a  great  favor.  It  did  no  major  damage  but  allowed  us 
to  put  our  plans  to  the  test:  the  Police,  Fire  and  Highway  Departments 
worked  as  a  team  responding  to  various  problems;  the  Cape  Cod 
Regional  Technical  High  School  made  their  facilities  available  to  those  in 
need  of  shelter  and  the  Red  Cross  responded  to  the  shelter. 

Following  an  evaluation  of  the  storm  and  the  procedures 
implemented,  we  found  some  minor  additional  needs  in  the  area  of 
communication  and  volunteers. 

To  compensate  for  these  needs,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  met  with 
members  of  my  staff  and  with  the  heads  of  the  various  town  agencies  to 
define  the  needs  of  the  Civil  Defense  Agency.  With  the  assistance  of 
these  departments  and  the  Selectmen,  we  are  attempting  to  locate 
additional  equipment  for  the  “operations  center”,  also  for  some 
additional  volunteers  to  help  at  the  shelter. 

The  Selectmen  have  suggested  the  inclusion  of  an  application  form 
within  this  document.  I  sincerely  hope  that  anyone  interested  in  assisting 
our  fellow  citizens  will  take  the  time  to  consider  submitting  the  enclosed 
application. 

Hurricane  Gloria  was  in  fact,  a  minor  disruption  of  our  daily  routine. 
However,  it  gave  us  that  chance  to  exercise  plans  and  operations.  We 
are  now  even  better  prepared  to  serve  and  look  forward  to  being  able  to 
assist  you  in  the  event  of  need. 

I  have  sent  letters  of  appreciation  to  those  involved  with  the 
operations  during  hurricane  Gloria.  I  would  like  to  thank  them  all  again 
publicly.  Without  the  assistance  so  graciously  rendered  by  the 
aforementioned  and  the  many  other  volunteers,  the  Town  of  Harwich 
would  not  have  been  so  fortunate.

Beach  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  1985  beach  season  saw  a  record  number  of  9436  beach  stickers 
sold.  Sticker  income  of  $60,883.00,  combined  with  concession  income  of 
$11,506.00  produced  a  beach  income  of  $72,374.00  that  was  returned  to 
the  Towns  General  Fund.  Five  years  ago  in  1980,  the  beaches  returned 
$38,519.00.  The  Beach  Committee  expects  this  growth  pattern  to 
continue  and  with  your  help  at  Town  Meeting,  the  Town  beaches  will  be 
able  to  handle  future  growth. 

Two  major  beach  projects  dominated  1985.  Acquisition  of  the  so- 
called  “Smith”  property  adjacent  to  Bank  St.  beach  continued  to  be  a 
problem  until  the  Selectmen  filed  for  Eminent  Domain  and  as  a  result  of 
that  action,  residents  will  now  enjoy  use  of  this  150'  beach  on  a 
permanent  basis.  The  long  delayed  improvements  at  Fernandes  Bog 
beach  on  Long  Pond  are  underway.  The  parking  lot  is  being  moved  back 
and  away  from  the  beach,  and  sand  is  being  trucked  in  to  enlarge  the 
sand  sitting  area.  We  hope  that  future  projects  at  Long  Pond  might 
improve  the  Town  owned  cranberry  bog  next  to  the  beach. 

The  Beach  Committee  continues  to  discuss  and  study  ways  to 
improve  parking;  to  improve  beach  maintenance;  to  improve  employee 
job  descriptions  and  performance;  and  perhaps  most  important  of  all, 
ways  to  increase  the  Harwich  beaches  in  size  and  number.  There  are 
several  articles  in  this  years  Warrant  that  deal  with  these  issues.  Your 
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help  is  actively  solicited,  your  comments  and  suggestions  are  most 
welcome.  Please  contact  the  Beach  Committee  through  the  Selectmen’s 
Office.

Cemetery  Commission 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

In  the  1985  claendar  year  49  cemetery  lots  were  sold  valued  at  $7,425. 
Sales  were  44  in  Island  Pond  Cemetery  and  5  in  Mt.  Pleasant.  Only  72 
available  lots  remain  in  Island  Pond. 

Holly  Hillside,  the  only  remaining  area  in  Island  Pond  with  available 
lots,  was  opened  in  the  spring  of  1983  with  136  lots;  64  lots  have  been 
sold,  and  only  72  remain.  There  are  no  other  in  this  cemetery. 

Evergreen  Cemetery,  formerly  owned  by  the  East  Harwich  Cemetery 
Corporation,  was  legally  transferred  in  December  to  the  Town,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Cemetery  Commission,  which  has  already  mowed 
it  and  made  some  improvements.  An  additonal  laborer  has  been 
scheduled  for  1986  in  our  effort  to  upgrade  the  cemetery  equal  to  the 
other  17  in  Harwich.  This  will  require  at  least  a  year. 
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Taking  Kelley  Street  Cemetery  by  eminent  domain  is  now  in  process 
and  should  be  complete  in  1986.  Several  descendants  have  inquired 
about  available  lots. 

A  generous  gift  was  received  from  Mrs.  Arthur  P.  Davis,  the  income  to 
be  used  for  care  of  her  lot  in  Mt.  Pleasant  Cemetery,  and  then  for  general 
care  in  the  cemetery.  The  Commission  has  thanked  her  for  the  gift. 

A  trailer  was  added  large  enough  to  haul  three  rider  mowers,  now  that 
we  have  three  laborers. 

For  safety  and  convenience  the  Commission  wishes  a  toilet  and 
washing  facilities  in  our  garage  just  off  Forest  Street  in  Mt.  Pleasant 
Cemetery.  The  necessary  permissions  and  estimated  costs  have  been 
com^pleted.  The  project  can  be  funded  from  the  Lot  Sale  Fund,  with 
nothing  from  the  tax  levy. 

Original  bronze  decorative  doors  on  the  Chase  Mausoleum  in  Mt. 
Pleasant  Cemetery,  each  having  a  brass  lion’s  head  of  great  beauty  and 
craftsmanship,  were  vandalized  in  the  1960’s.  In  1985  the  Commission 
arranged  with  Paul  Prue  of  Prue  Foundry,  Dennis,  to  reconstruct  the 
handsome  doors,  made  in  1914,  and  cast  a  new  lion’s  head  from  the  one 
that  remained.  The  cost  of  this  project  is  met  from  a  part  of  the  will  of 
George  M.  Chase,  founder  of  the  Mausoleum,  which  provides  for  its 
care.  The  doors  will  be  rehung  early  in  1986. 

Restoration  of  ancient,  broken  and  tarnished  stones  in  the  17 
cemeteries  will  start  this  year,  with  a  small  appropriation. 

Need  for  new  cemetery  lands  after  1989  faces  us  all,  when  there  may 
be  no  more  lots  available,  even  with  the  addition  of  Evergreen  Cemetery 
this  year.  About  50  lots  are  sold  each  year.  The  Selectmen  have  been 
advised  of  this  situation. 

Appreciated  are  the  loyal,  co-operative  and  efficient  services  of  Harold 
Richard  Gonsalves,  Landscaper  and  Superintendent,  and  of  Mrs. 
Margaret  M.  Gallagher,  Clerk.  The  Commission  thanks  them. 

The  resignation  of  Walter  E.  Babbitt  as  a  Commissioner,  after  20 
months  a  member,  is  announced  with  regret,  for  he  has  contributed 
much  from  his  experience  in  business  and  his  skills  in  historical  research. 
Especially  noted  is  his  role  in  the  restoration  of  the  Mausoleum  doors,  for 
it  appeared  after  seven  years  no  one  could  be  found  to  undertake  that 
kind  of  work.  His  fellow  commissioners  thank  him  for  deep  interest  in 
cemetery  affairs  and  wish  him  well. 
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The  Selectmen  and  remaining  commissioners  shall  appoint  an  interim 
commissioner  to  fill  this  office  until  the  next  regular  Town  election,  April 
7,  1986.

Report  of  the 

Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  past  year  was  a  busy  one  from  the  Conservation  point  of  view,  as 
the  building  boom  came  ever  closer  to  our  wetlands.  The  tremendous 
rise  in  land  costs  has  made  the  plots  once  looked  upon  as  not  buildable 
now  as  being  valuable.  In  that  respect,  the  Commission  held  a  record- 
setting  77  hearings  on  Notice  of  Intent  for  construction  and  21 
Determinations  of  Applicability  for  areas  adjacent  to  wetland  areas.  As 
yet,  not  one  foot  of  wetland  has  been  destroyed  as  far  as  your 
Commission  knows. 

However,  with  the  increased  activity  in  developing  housing,  it  is 
becoming  difficult  to  keep  an  eye  on  all  the  projects  for  the  volunteer 
Commission  members.  The  time  is  in  the  near  future  when  the  Town  will 
need  some  sort  of  inspection  to  see  that  wetland  protection  measures 
are  adhered  to.  Minor  violations  that  have  been  detected  have  been 
resolved  without  court  action. 

Two  major  walking  trails  have  been  marked  in  the  North  Harwich 
reservoir  area  in  the  North  Road  and  Bell’s  Neck  Road  areas. 
Completion  of  the  North  Road  walking  bridge  over  the  Herring  River 
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makes  these  areas  far  more  accessible.  The  walks  are  color  coded  and 
maps  are  available  at  the  Conservation  office  at  Brooks  Academy. 
Another  woodland  has  been  opened  off  Great  Western  Road  by  the 
Herring  River  to  supplant  the  road  into  the  Our  dump  area  which  is  kept 
chained. 

Interest  in  the  Town  gardens  slackened  a  bit  this  past  summer  with  63 
garden  plots  being  utilized.  Many  more  are  available  for  vegetable  and 
flower  plots.  This  spring,  your  Commission  is  planning  on  setting  out  100 
blueberry  bush  seedlings  near  the  gardens  for  future  years  use  by  the 
citizens.  Last  season,  over  100  evergreen  seedlings  were  set  out  for 
Town  purposes  in  the  future. 

The  leased  cranberry  bogs  in  North  Harwich  brought  in  a  record  crop 
this  year  of  1,051  barrels.  The  Town’s  share  of  this  crop,  along  with  fees 
for  hearings  and  gardens,  results  in  an  income  over  twice  the  budget 
upon  which  the  Commission  operates. 

The  debris  from  burned  buildings  in  the  farm  area  of  Thompson’s  Field 
has  been  removed  and  seeded.  There  are  many  walking  trails  for  public 
use  with  plenty  of  parking  at  the  entrance. 

Thanks  to  Building  Inpsector  Thomas  Lovinsky  and  Town  Engineer 
Martin  Moran  for  their  invaluable  assistance  on  our  hearings  and  other 
activities. 

In  closing,  may  we  thank  the  many  public-spirited  residents  who  have 
alerted  us  to  potential  wetland  violations  and  have  been  on  our  side  to 
keep  Harwich  green  and  protect  our  water  resources.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  past  year,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  authorized  the  laying 
out  of  two  private  roads  and  alterations  to  two  existing  town/county 
roads  for  public  hearings  and  possible  acceptance  by  Town  Meeting. 
The  two  private  roads  are  Alonzo  Road  in  South  Harwich  and  Hillcrest 
Drive  in  Harwich  Center.  The  existing  Town  road  is  Queen  Anne  Road 
between  the  Old  Brewster  Road  (west  of  the  bike  path)  and  the  Cape  & 
Vineyard  power  line  crossing  (west  of  the  Town  landfill).  The  existing 
County  road  is  that  portion  of  Route  39  and  Route  137  which  lies  within 
the  East  Harwich  Commercial  District.  At  present,  no  work  is 
contemplated  to  improve  the  County  roads  or  the  Town  road.  The  main 
purpose  for  this  alteration  is  to  make  a  taking  for  eventual  improvements 
necessitated  by  development  which  would  result  in  traffic  volume  and 
turning  movement. 

As  reported  last  year,  for  continued  use  of  the  septage  waste  disposal 
facility  at  the  same  level  of  treatment  would  require  a  re-classification  of 
the  groundwater  receiving  the  waste  leachate.  A  petition  and  report  was 
submitted  to  the  State  Division  of  Water  Pollution  Control  (WPC).  In 
October  1985,  the  WPC  suggested  that  the  Town  continue  to  use  and 
maintain  its  facility  with  the  idea  that  Harwich  may  be  able  to  dispose  of 
septage  at  the  Chatham  plant,  pending  its  enlargement.  At  the  same 
time,  the  Town  was  discussing  the  possibility  of  a  regional  disposal  plant 
with  Dennis.  To  that  end,  a  meeting  with  the  Division  of  Water  Pollution 
Control  was  attended  by  the  two  towns  at  which  the  WPC  indicated  that 
a  Step  1  Planning  Advance  was  possible. 

The  Septage  Waste  Disposal  Facility  has  been  operating  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  past  year.  The  total  annual  volume  of  waste  as 
summarized  from  the  septage  hauler’s  “load  cards”  is  2,978,000  gallons.

Between  April  and  November  1985,  the  pumpage  from  Commercial 
and  Business  properties  was  from  38%  to  61%  of  the  monthly  volume  of 
sewage.  This  high  volume  indicates  that  some  of  these  facilities  have 
failed  or  are  under  designed  for  the  use. 

Plans  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  for  approval  under  the 
subdivision  control  law  and  plans  not  requiring  approval  under  the 
subdivision  control  law  were  reviewed  and,  when  necessary,  reports 
submitted  to  the  Planning  Board.  There  were  27  subdivision  plans 
consisting  of  212  lots  and  54  plans  not  requiring  approval,  consisting  of 
283  lots,  reviewed.  Some  of  the  roads  required  to  be  constructed  were 
inspected  and  released  from  their  convenant. 

The  Allen’s  Harbor  Boat  Ramp  was  replaced  in  time  for  the  boating 
season.  In  addition,  the  new  float  system  at  the  Sand  Pond  Recreation 
area  was  constructed  and  put  into  service  in  July. 

As  a  result  of  failure  of  the  School  House  Parking  Lot  comfort  station 
sewage  system  and  one  of  the  systems  at  the  High  School  complex, 
systems  have  been  designed  for  both  locations  in  accordance  with 
requirements  of  the  State  and  Town. 

As  in  the  past,  assistance  from  the  various  Town  Departments  has 
been  invaluable  in  the  operation  of  the  Engineering  Department.

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Highway  Department  for  the 
year  1985. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  voters  of  Harwich  for 
their  support  of  the  new  highway  maintenance  building  presently  under 
construction  on  Queen  Anne  Road.  The  completion  date  should  be  in 
early  spring  at  which  time  I  extend  an  invitation  to  you  to  inspect  this  fine 
facility. 

Beach  maintenance  comes  under  the  Highway  Department’s  control 
and  during  this  past  year  steps  leading  to  the  salt  water  beaches  have 
been  replaced  and  other  minor  repairs  were  made.  The  beach  at  Long 
Pond  is  presently  being  enlarged. 

As  well  as  general  highway  related  work,  this  department  paved  the 
parking  areas  at  the  Police  Department  and  the  Brooks  Academy.

New  slip  rates  were  voted  for  1986  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The 
new  recreatonal  rate  will  be  $30  per  foot  for  boats  in  thirty  foot  slips  or 
larger:  $25  per  foot  in  twenty  foot  slips. 
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Projects  anticipating  articles  at  Town  Meeting  include:  Round  Cove 
Bulkhead  Replacement;  Tie-Off  Piling  Replacement;  Allen  Harbor  slip 
replacement  and  electrical  rewiring;  Add  to  the  dredging  reserve  fund  to 
dredge  the  entrance  of  Wychmere  harbor. 

We  received  an  IBM  PC  Computer  through  an  omnibus  article  and 
will  begin  making  use  of  this  in  1986  boating  season  for  billings,  mooring 
records,  waiting  lists,  mailing  lists,  etc. 

Our  application  to  the  Division  of  Waterways  for  dredging  Allen 
Harbor  met  with  success  and  unofficially  the  entrance  channel  project 
may  be  done  in  late  1986.  As  last  time  the  sand  will  be  placed  on  the 
Wyndemere  Bluff  beaches. 

Hurricane  Gloria  fell  short  of  her  goal  touching  the  upper  Cape  during 
the  lowtide  and  leaving  the  Harwich  Waterfront  with  little  damage. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Larry  Coffin  for  so  many 
years  of  service  as  chairman  of  the  Waterways  Advisory  Committee. 
Larry  will  stay  on  as  an  active  member  of  this  committee. 

We  transplanted  270  bushels  of  quahogs  to  Allen  and  Wychmere 
harbors  during  our  annual  transplant.  The  herring  runs  as  always  need 
brushing  back  in  so  many  areas.  Several  flumes  including  the  west  end  of 
Long  Pond  at  Priscilla  Brook,  the  Old  Johnson’s  Flume  at  the  Reservoir 
and  Seymours  Pond  exit  require  replacement  and  repair.  I  see  these  as 
major  goals  in  the  Herring  run  impmrovement.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

In  retrospect  of  the  year  1985  we  find  it  was  a  year  to  stress  the 
cooperation  we  received  from  the  various  Town  Departments,  local 
business  people,  non-profit  clubs  and  associations,  and  townspeople. 
The  restraints  of  Proposition  2)4  eliminated  expansion  of  our  facilities; 
however,  with  the  help  of  our  maintenance,  clerical  and  summer 
program  staff,  and  the  aforementioned  “angels”,  we  feel  we  have  held  the 
line  and  even  effected  some  improvements. 

Our  thanks  to  Hinckley  Home  Centers  for  donating  a  large  supply  of 
groundskeeping  supplies  —  to  numerous  townspeople  for  donating 
trees  and  shrubs  to  beautify  our  Town’s  parks,  memorial  squares  and 
recreation  building  —  to  those  who  donated  sporting  equipment,  picnic 
benches  and  an  air  conditioner  for  our  office. 

Thanks  go  to  the  Harwich  Junior  Women’s  Club  for  co-sponsoring 
the  third  annual  Family  Fun  Day  on  July  4th  with  this  Commission,  in 
Brooks  Park.  Children  and  adults  alike  marvelled  at  the  innovative 
program  which  was  so  well  planned  and  executed  by  the  Club  members. 
We  are  very  grateful  for  their  tireless  efforts  in  providing  a  celebration  for 
Harwich  on  the  Fourth  of  July. 

The  1985  Summer  Recreatonal  Program  was  headed  up  by  Gary 
Gianetti  as  seasonal  recreation  director.  He  performed  his  duties  in  an 
outstanding  manner  providing  1,250  participants  with  the  eight- week 
program. 

Through  Town  Meeting  appropriation  floats  were  purchased  for  the 
Sand  Pond  area.  For  Brooks  Park  we  obtained  four  pieces  of  playground 
equipment,  which  help  to  make  the  children’s  area  a  place  where  our 
little  folks  want  to  come  and  play.  We  also  purchased  two  benches  for 
the  tennis  court  area. 

Since  this  Commission  has  acquired  its  second  full-time  maintenance 
person  the  department  has  run  on  a  more  efficient  basis  providing  better 
service  to  the  townspoeple  of  Harwich. 

The  beautification  of  Schoolhouse  Parking  Lot  which  was  begun  in  the 
fall  of  1984  has  continued  on.  It  is  an  overall  Town  project  which  involves 
businesses  as  well  as  individuals  working  for  the  improvement  of 
downtown  Harwich  Port. 
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The  Society  for  the  Preservation  of  the  Historic  Harwiches  planned 
and  executed  the  refurbishing  of  Exchange  Park  in  Harwich  Center. 
This  was  done  with  the  help  of  Parks  &  Recreation’s  maintenance  staff 
and  the  enthusiastic  students  of  the  Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical  High 
School’s  excellent  horticultural  department.  The  students  reseeded,  re¬ 
bricked  and  landscaped  the  area.  Lime,  fertilizer  and  grass  seed  were 
purchased  from  this  Commission’s  budget  for  the  project.  The  Society 
funded  lights  for  the  flag  and  installed  a  sprinkler  system  on  a  timer.  We 
thank  the  numbers  of  people  who  so  ardently  gave  of  themselves  in  this 
endeavor. 

This  Commission  supported  the  Harwich  Mariner  baseball  team  by 
providing  lighting  for  all  their  twenty-one  home  games  for  the  1985 
season,  as  well  as  attending  to  field  maintenance.  High  School  athletics 
also  received  our  support  by  way  of  lighting  for  night  games  at 
Whitehouse  Field. 

Monies  from  the  Ben  Whitehouse  Trust  fund  were  used  to  purchase 
materials  to  build  a  cement  block  storage  building  at  Whitehouse  Field. 
The  building  was  constructed  in  spring  of  1985  by  students  from  the 
Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical  High  School.  Maintenance  and 
groundskeeping  supplies  are  now  being  stored  there. 

With  your  help,  the  people  of  Harwich,  we  can  continue  to  provide 
beauty  and  recreation  for  all  to  enjoy!

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

For  your  approval  we  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  twelve  (12) 
month  period  ending  June  30,  1985. 

During  the  past  year,  water  mains  were  installed  in  sub-divisions  on 
Fairways  Drive,  Schooner  Drive,  Continental  Drive,  Wilma’s  Way, 
Sarakumitt  Lane,  Jenny  Lane,  Catherine  Rose  Road  extension.  Pond 
View  Drive,  Captain  Philips  Road,  and  Blue  Heron  Landing. 

In  addition,  the  third  phase  of  the  system  expansion  program  began 
when  the  new  transmission  main  on  Lothrop  Avenue  and  Earle  Road 
was  started.  Construction  of  the  two  new  pumping  stations  in  the  Bay 
Road  Wellfield  continued  throughout  the  year,  with  the  work 
approximately  90%  completed  as  of  June  30,  1985. 

In  F.Y.  1985,  24  fire  hydrants  were  added  to  the  system  bringing  the 
total  number  to  784.  In  addition,  253  domestic  water  services  were 
installed,  increasing  this  total  to  6832. 

During  F.Y.  1985,  the  Water  Department  conducted  a  leak  detection 
program  with  the  aid  of  a  grant  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering.  A 
total  of  32  underground  leaks  were  detected  and  repaired.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  repair  of  these  leaks  will  result  in  conservation  of  70,000-100,000 
gallons  of  water  per  day. 

In  F.Y.  1985,  the  Water  Department  was  involved  in  two  major  land 
acquisitions.  First,  in  East  Harwich  approximately  26  acres  of  land  off 
Pleasant  Bay  Road  was  purchased  for  use  as  a  future  wellfield. 

Second,  the  87  acre  parcel  known  as  “Thompson’s  Field”  was 
purchased  in  cooperation  with  the  Harwich  Conservation  Commission. 
This  land,  located  adjacent  to  the  Main  wellfield  on  Chatham  Road,  was 
acquired  with  the  assistance  of  an  Aquifer  Land  Acquisition  Grant  from 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The  Water  Department  received 
$324,000  from  the  state  to  defray  the  cost  of  acquiring  the  30  acres  of 
land  placed  under  Water  Department  jurisdiction.  The  other  57  acres 
will  be  under  the  control  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 
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F.Y.  1985  marked  the  retirement  of  Francis  Hibbert  who  served  33 
years  as  a  Water  Commissioner.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  his  many 
contributions  to  the  department  over  the  years. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  employees  of  the  Water 
Department  for  their  efforts  and  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  and  support  we  have  received  from  all  other  town  officials  and 
departments.

There  are  pilings,  bulkheading  and 
dredging  to  be  accomplished  plus  many  more  projects  needing 
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attention.  In  addressing  these  projects,  funding  will  be  necessary  by 
Federal  and/or  State  grants  and  by  the  Town  .

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To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  1984-85  school  year  was  one  in  which  education  occupied  the 
forefront  at  all  levels  of  government.  The  Harwich  School  Department  is 
a  responsive  system  of  education  which  balances  the  needs  of  children, 
parents,  and  community.  We  recognize  the  diversity  of  our  children  and 
the  importance  of  learning  as  it  relates  to  the  quality  of  life.  It  is  clear  that 
a  good  educational  system  is  fundamental  to  our  democracy  and  to  the 
well  being  of  our  community. 

Since  other  administrators  will  review  developments  in  their  specific 
areas,  I  would  like  to  indicate  some  general  projects  which  affect  our 
total  K-12  school  district  and  are  receiving  attention  at  the  present  time, 
namely:  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  Alliance 
Against  Drugs,  School  Building  Needs  Committee,  and  Collaborative 
efforts  with  other  agencies. 

NEASC  —  Our  Junior/Senior  High  School  is  presently  an  accredited 
member  of  this  organization.  A  self-evaluation  study  will  be  undertaken 
during  the  coming  year  and  a  visiting  committee  scheduled  for  review  in 
the  1987-88  school  year.  We  have  just  applied  for  charter  membership  at 
the  K-6  level  which  will  necessitate  complete  evaluation,  both  internal 
and  external,  by  1990.  The  accreditation  process  involves  an  intensive 
self-study  to  identify  quality,  validation  by  an  outside  committee,  and  a 
plan  of  action  with  monitoring  procedures  to  recognize  improvement. 
We  believe  these  experiences  will  be  beneficial  to  our  school  system. 

Alliance  Against  Drugs  —  Following  attendance  at  a  special 
session,  arranged  by  Governor  Dukakis,  your  Superintendent  received 
Harwich  School  Committee  approval  to  establish  and  convene  a 
School/Community  Advisory  Council.  This  Council  is  to  develop, 
implement,  and  monitor  the  effectiveness  of  preventive  education 
programs,  substance  abuse  policies  and  discipline  codes,  and  treatment 
options  provided  by  the  community.  Four  sub-committees  were  formed 
as  follows:  Policy  and  Discipline  Code,  Treatment  and  Counseling 
Services,  Preventive  Education  Programs,  and  Communications 
Network.  Mrs.  Margaret  Hannigan  was  elected  Chairman  of  this 
Council  which  meets  monthly  at  the  Junior/Senior  High  School  . 

School  Building  Needs  Committee  —  Harwich  voters  authorized 
the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  School  Building  Needs  Committee  at  the 
1985  Annual  Town  Meeting.  This  Committee  has  been  appointed,  has 
held  meetings,  and  as  charged  by  the  vote,  will  submit  a  report  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  in  April,  1986. 
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Educational  Collaboration  —  In  order  to  explore  common 
problems,  maximize  our  human  and  financial  resources  and  provide 
needed  services  and  programs,  we  are  attempting  to  work  more  closely 
with  other  agencies  on  various  educational  matters.  Examples  of  this 
approach  are:  Annual  Joint  In-Service  Day  involving  Chatham  and 
Harwich  teaching  personnel,  periodic  joint  meetings  of  the  Chatham 
School  Committee  and  the  Harwich  School  Committee,  continued 
membership  in  the  Cape  Cod  Collaborative  which  serves  low  incidence 
special  education  students,  and  participation  in  the  Cape  Cod 
Community  College  High  School  Collaborative  for  Talented  and  Gifted 
Students.  This  project  provides  juniors  and  seniors  in  the  Cape  high 
schools  an  opportunity  to  attend  special  classes  at  Cape  Cod 
Community  College  on  Saturday  mornings. 

Your  district  administrators  have  prepared  an  annual  report  of  their 
departments  for  your  information  as  follows:  Miss  Joan  McQuiston, 
Principal  for  K-6  grades,  Mr.  Vincent  Bresnahan,  Principal  for  grades  7- 
12,  Mr.  Richard  Lombardi,  Business  Manager  for  Business  services,  and 
Mr.  James  Hartley,  SpEd  Director  for  Pupil  Personnel  Services. 

HARWICH  ELEMENTARY  AND  INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOLS 

The  1984-85  school  year  opened  with  the  first  signs  of  increasing 
enrollment  necessitating  the  creation  of  an  extra  Grade  1  classroom  to 
accommodate  the  additional  youngsters.  Another  large  Kindergarten 
enrollment  was  testimony  to  the  fact  that  this  trend  is  continuing. 

Science  curriculum  revisions  for  Grades  3  and  4  were  completed  and 
implemented.  Kindergarten-2  science  revisions  are  “In  the  typewriter” 
and  will  soon  be  ready  for  the  children. 

The  Computer  Study  Committee  completed  its  work  and  presented 
its  final  report  and  recommendations  to  the  School  Committee.  A 
combination  of  Chapter  II  Block  Grant  monies,  fund  raiser  results  and 
School  Committee  contributions  allowed  us  to  purchase  hardware  and 
software  with  which  to  initiate  computer  education  in  Grades  K-6.  A  new 
faculty  committee  has  been  formed  whose  task  it  will  be  to  work  closely 
with  staff  and  administration  in  areas  of  curriculum  development,  in- 
service  training,  and  the  selection  and  evaluation  of  software. 

The  areas  of  Physical  Education  and  Health  have  been  thoroughly 
reviewed  and  appropriate  revisions  have  been  made. 

It  is  important  to  emphasize  that  all  curriculum  work  is  accomplished 
through  the  tireless  efforts  of  faculty  members  who  perform  these  tasks 
above  and  beyond  their  regular  contractual  duties.  Curriculum  never 
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remains  static  and  even  as  these  words  are  being  written,  new  ideas, 
concepts  and  strategies  are  being  integrated  into  all  areas  of  the  school 
program  in  order  to  meet  the  myriad  needs  of  our  students. 

As  part  of  the  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Policy,  mandated  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education,  all  students  in  grades  3  and  5  were  tested 
during  the  Spring  in  the  areas  of  Reading  Comprehension,  Writing, 
Mathematics  and  Listening.  Tests  used  were  the  Iowa  Tests  of  Basic 
Skills,  the  Signals  Listening  Test,  and  Writing  Samples.  The  criteria  for 
minimum  competency  remained  the  same  as  previous  years.  Results  as 
reported  to  the  State  show  that  in  each  skill  area,  with  the  exception  of 
Grade  3  Math  87%,  between  93%  and  99%  of  the  students  achieved  or 
surpassed  the  minimum.  Children  not  passing  the  standard  were 
receiving  added  academic  assistance  and  have  been  identified  for 
continued  help.  In  a  comparison  of  this  year’s  scores  with  the  previous 
year,  the  percentages  remained  fairly  constant,  with  the  exception  of 
Grade  3  Reading,  and  Writing,  both  of  which  showed  significant 
improvement. 

State  regulations  in  the  area  of  basic  skills  monitoring  are  undergoing  a 
change.  We  anticipate  a  two-pronged  approach  for  the  coming  year: 
Educational  Assessment  testing  given  to  evaluate  curriculum  and 
instruction  and  basic  skills  testing  to  identify  individual  student  needs. 

Knowing  full  well  that  “he  who  stands  still,  falls  behind”,  we  pledge  to 
the  citizens  of  Harwich  that  we  of  the  Elementary/Intermediate  Schools 
will  continue  with  vigor  and  enthusiasm  to  provide  the  best  and  most 
meaningful  educational  experience  for  the  children  entrusted  to  our 
care. 

HARWICH  JUNIOR-SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Achievement  Test  in  the  areas  of  Reading, 
Math,  Writing,  and  Listening  was  administered  in  the  spring  to  our  7th 
graders.  The  results  show:

Students  not  meeting  the  minimum  standard  are  presently  preparing 
for  the  required  retesting  in  the  Spring  of  1986. 
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Again  this  year  an  exploratory  class,  INTRODUCTION  TO  LATIN, 
was  taught  to  a  select  group  of  7th  graders.  This  class  was  designed  to 
attract  high  ability  language  students  to  take  Latin  I  as  a  Foreign 
Language  at  the  8th  grade  level.  As  a  result  of  the  interest  demonstrated 
by  the  students  electing  the  Latin  I  class  as  eighth  graders,  the  Latin  II 
Classes  are  fully  subscribed  at  the  High  School  level.  58  students  are 
enrolled  in  the  program.  Latin  is  alive  and  well  at  the  Harwich  Junior- 
Senior  High  School. 

This  year  Harwich  joined  with  other  Junior  High  and  Middle  schools  to 
create  the  Cape  Cod  Junior  Math  Competition.  Math  teams  were 
recruited  at  grades  7  &  8  to  compete  interscholastically.  Harwich 
participated  in  two  Junior  Math  Competitions. 

On  Thursday,  May  16,  1985,  Harwich  students  participated  in  the 
Lower  Cape  Spelling  Bee  held  at  Nauset  Middle  School.  8th  grader, 
Melissa  Groswald,  and  7th  grader,  Matthew  Pakulski,  won  first  place  in 
their  respective  competitions.  In  the  final  competition,  Melissa  Groswald 
was  recognized  as  the  best  speller  on  the  Lower  Cape  finishing  just 
barely  ahead  of  Matt  Pakulski. 

The  Junior  High  Drama  Club,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Clare 
Stevens,  produced  two  excellent  musicals,  EBENEZER  AND  FRIENDS, 
in  December;  and  ALICE,  in  May.

There  are  presently  26  members  of  the  junior  and  senior  classes 
studying  in  courses  for  college  credit.  20  are  enrolled  in  the  Advanced 
Placement  English,  American  History  and  Biology  courses  taught  at  the 
school,  and  six  students  are  enrolled  in  a  western  civilization  program 
given  on  Saturdays  at  Cape  Cod  Community  College. 


Many  thanks  again  go  out  to  the  parents  and  taxpayers  of  the  Town  of 
Harwich  for  their  efforts  and  continued  support.  The  new  gym  floor  has 
been  installed  and  is  in  full  utilization  by  the  students.  A  major  project 
this  year  will  be  the  conversion  of  a  classroom  into  a  physical  science  lab 
to  enable  our  science  curriculum  to  be  taught  more  efficiently. 


ATHLETICS: 

1985  was  another  fine  year  for  Harwich  High  School  Athletics.  Over 
160  students  in  the  senior  high  school  participate  in  our  various  teams. 

Our  Ice  Hockey  team  won  the  Cape  &  Islands  Championship  for 
another  year  and  also  won  the  Kiwanis  Trophy  as  the  best  high  school 
sports  team  for  the  Winter  season  last  year.  Our  Baseball  Team  won  the 
Eastern  Mass.  South  State  Sectional  Tournament  last  spring.  The  Golf 
Team  again  were  the  champions  of  the  Cape  &  Islands  League.  Our 
Cheerleading  Squad  for  the  4th  year  in  a  row  won  the  Cape  Cod 
Cheerleading  competition.  Our  Cross  Country  Team  again  won  the 
Cape  &  Islands  League  Championship.  Miss  Samantha  Pickells  was 
selected  to  the  Boston  Globe  All-Scholastic  Field  Hockey  Team. 
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PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 
Special  Education 

The  primary  objective  of  the  Pupil  Personnel  Department  is  to 
educate  all  children  in  a  manner  that  addresses  their  individual  needs. 

The  Harwich  schools  offer  the  full  range  of  special  education  services 
from  ages  3  through  21.  In  addition,  low  incidence  special  needs  are 
served  through  our  membership  with  the  Cape  Cod  Collaborative. 

All  schools  have  a  referral  team  comprised  of  the  Director  of  Pupil 
Personnel  Services,  principal,  school  psychologist,  counselor,  regular 
and  special  education  teachers.  The  purpose  of  this  team  is  to  insure  that 
all  regular  education  alternatives  are  utilized  prior  to  referral  for  special 
education  procedures. 

When  formal  referral  and  remediation  is  necessary,  the  goal  of  the 
department  is  to  mainstream  children  whenever  possible. 
Consequently,  the  regular  classroom  and  special  education  teachers  are 
increasingly  working  together  in  order  to  provide  educational 
experiences  which  will  enhance  the  learning  process  for  all  children. 

Pre-School  Services 

The  Harwich  schools  provide  individualized  services  for  8-12  preschool 
children  in  an  informal  personalized  setting.  A  variety  of  specialists  work 
with  these  3  and  4  year  olds  in  specific  areas  of  concern. 

Guidance/School  Psychological  Services 

The  size  of  our  school  permits  close  personal  contact  with  individual 
students  and  allows  a  diverse  curriculum  supported  by  administration 
with  counselling  input. 

The  Harwich  schools  offer  group  and  individual  counselling  to  all 
students  K-12.  Parental  input  and  consultation  are  vital  aspects  of  the 
program.  Important  functions  of  our  Pupil  Personnel  Department 
include  serving  as  team  chairman,  conducting  academic,  intelligence 
and  projective  testing. 

In  grades  7-12,  career  considerations,  vocational  assessment,  college 
preparation  and  placement  are  vital  components  of  the  total  program. 

Chapter  I 

Chapter  teachers  provide  academic  support  in  the  areas  of  Reading, 
Language  Arts  and  Math.  Generally,  children  meet  in  groups  of  2-6  for 
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iy2  to  2 14  hours  per  week  and  receive  remedial  instructions  in  areas 
related  to  classroom  curriculum. 

The  selection  process  involves  the  utilization  of  group  and  individually 
administered  diagnostic  testing  instruments.  The  Director  of  Pupil 
Personnel  Services,  principals  and  specialists  participate  in  the  selection 
and  placement  of  students. 

A  comprehensive  needs  assessment  will  be  undertaken  during  the 
1985/86  school  year  to  determine  the  most  appropriate  direction  for  the 
program. 

Health  Services 

The  nursing  office  is  comprised  of  one  nurse  and  two  health  aides 
supported  by  a  consulting  dentist  and  physicians.  Duties  include  the 
administration  of  first  aid,  screening  for  eyes,  ears,  and  postural  deficits. 
Health  education,  counselling  and  serving  on  the  team  for  766 
evaluations  are  integral  aspects  of  their  positions. 


BUSINESS  MANAGER’S  REPORT 

Business  Office:  The  School  Department’s  Business  Office  has 
finally  entered  the  “age  of  the  computers”  with  the  arrival  of  its  IBM-PC- 
XT  and  printer  during  the  third  quarter  of  the  year.  Familiarization  with 
its  functions  and  operations  has  been  advanced  and  personnel  have 
been  receiving  instruction  so  that  conversion  of  recordkeeping  and 
accounts  payable  may  proceed.  Software  availability  for  the  various 
functions  has  not  yet  arrived  at  this  writing,  thereby  slowing  the 
conversion  processes.  It  is  expected  that  the  pace  should  be  deliberate, 
allowing  for  accuracy  and  preciseness  in  our  operations. 

Building  and  Grounds:  All  buildings  in  the  School  Department  have 
been  certified  for  occupancy  by  both  the  Building  and  Fire  Departments 
in  consecutive  years  now. 

The  replacement  of  the  gymnasium  floor  at  the  Junior/Senior  High 
School  commenced  in  mid-July  and  was  completed  during  the 
Thanksgiving  recess.  Reason  for  the  delay  of  completion  was  attributed 
to  the  copious  amounts  of  moisture  absorbed  into  the  hardwood  maple 
flooring  material  prior  to  its  installation  which  may  have  caused  serious 
splitting  in  the  drier  months  of  the  year.  Although  delayed,  all  parties  are 
delighted  with  the  new  surface  which  is  expected  to  have  longevity  far 
beyond  the  replaced  floor  system. 
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The  School  Department  received  notification  in  September  from  the 
School  Building  Assistance  Bureau,  MA  Department  of  Education,  that 
its  application  for  reimbursement  had  been  accepted  at  the  rate  of  sixty 
percent  for  the  reroofing  of  the  flat  surfaces  at  the  Junior/Senior  High 
School.  Final  reading  of  all  documents  for  the  project  will  have  taken 
place  at  S.B.  A.B.  on  the  final  day  of  the  year  with  the  Town  beginning  to 
receive  funds  prior  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Intercom  systems  were  bid  and  awarded  for  installation  at  the 
Junior/Senior  High  and  Intermediate  Schools  and  will  have  been 
completed  by  December  (1985). 

Although  there  may  be  some  concern  about  such  application  of  new 
equipment  at  the  Intermediate  School  which  is  under  study  for  future 
use  by  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee,  the  portable  nature  of  the 
intercom  system  allows  its  component  parts  to  be  removed  and 
reapplied  without  loss. 

Making  her  presence  felt  in  September  in  a  glancing  blow  to  the  Cape, 
Hurricane  Gloria  was  not  a  factor  in  assessing  damage  to  the  school 
buildings.  Adequate  preparations  were  taken  in  view  of  its  impending 
onset  resulting  in  minor  repairs  only 

Personnel:  This  year,  lead  cutstodians  at  the  High  and  Elementary 
Schools  retired  after  long  years  of  service:  Jim  Marshall  and  Vin  Forni 
respectively.  We  wish  them  many  happy  and  healthy  years  in  their 
retirement. 

School  Lunch  Program  under  the  direction  of  Priscilla  Crowell, 
dietician,  continues  to  receive  high  ratings  from  the  Department  of 
Education  Division  of  School  Food  Services  resulting  from  a  periodic 
audit  in  October.  Commendations  of  particular  note  stem  from  the 
preparation  and  quality  of  well  balanced  meals  and  fine  general 
management. 

The  thrust  toward  achieving  self-sustained  operation  has  been 
blunted  somewhat  by  the  continued  reduction  of  federally  subsidized 
commodities  and  the  upward  creep  of  food  costs  in  the  past  two  years.  It 
has  been  necessary  to  increase  the  prices  charged  for  lunch  to  both 
adults  and  students  using  food  services  in  September. 

Diminished  federal  support  and  inflation,  however  slight,  continue  to 
effect  pressures  against  available  daily  revenues.  Subsequent  evaluation 
of  the  erosion  factors  may  result  in  the  increased  appropriation  for  the 
School  Lunch  Program  in  the  near  future,  thereby  returning  the 
program  to  a  more  dependent  status.

Transportation:  The  School  Department  has  entered  into  five-year 
contracts  for  transportation  of  its  children.  The  successful  bidders  are: 
Robert  A.  Joy  and  Sons,  Buddy  Julin,  and  William  Vagenas,  all  of 
Harwich;  and  Barnstable  Bus  Company  of  Hyannis.  Contracts  will 
terminate  in  June,  1990. 

In  Conclusion:  The  continued  support  of  Harwich  citizens  and  the 
dedicated  staff  in  our  schools  is  much  appreciated.  The  Harwich  School 
Department  accepts  its  responsibilities  but  recognizes  that  to  be 
successful,  we  must  all  participate  in  education  together.  The  family  role 
is  most  important  because  it  sets  the  direction  and  attitude  for  the  child.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Ten  classes  have  graduated  from  Cape  Cod  Tech  since  it  opened  in 
September  1975.  Placement  of  our  graduates  continues  to  be  excellent; 
in  1985,  75%  in  full-time  occupations,  16%  in  further  education  and  7%  in 
the  military.  The  diversity  of  opportunities  available  to  our  well-trained 
young  men  and  women  increases  each  year.  Congratulations  to  all  you 
people  who  created  this  vocational  school  in  the  early  70’s. 

Our  Plymouth  student  population  has  grown  to  180  students  this  year 
and  we  apreciate  their  attendance  over  the  past  four  years  as  it  has 
allowed  us  time  to  symstematically  reduce  our  student  numbers  in 
keeping  with  the  reduced  student  enrollment  in  our  member  towns. 
Changes  will  have  to  be  made  over  the  next  few  years,  but  we  are 
dedicated  to  the  continuation  of  those  vocational  programs  that 
successfully  prepare  graduates  for  their  future  careers. 

In  the  spring  of  1985  the  Committee  adopted  the  following 
programmatic  changes  for  the  85-86  school  year: 

The  Commercial  Fishing  Department  was  combined  with  the  Marine 
Repair  Department  and  a  new  Marine  Technology  program  will  be 
developed  to  better  serve  the  Marine  Industry  on  Cape  Cod. 

The  two  year  Interior  Design  Department  was  expanded  to  a  four  year 
program  due  to  increased  placement  demands. 

Advisory  committees,  representing  industry,  were  extremely  helpful 
in  these  programmatic  changes  and  we  wish  to  publicly  thank  them  for 
their  efforts. 

Football  was  added  to  our  athletic  program  this  year  and  we  were 
extremely  pleased  with  the  enthusiastic  support  of  the  entire  student 
body,  staff  members,  and  our  loyal  fans. 

The  Career  Development  Center,  funded  by  Private  Industry  Council 
money,  was  very  successful  and  we  wish  to  thank  the  Job  Partnership 
Training  Act  administration  for  this  support.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Cooperation  and  Commitment — these  two  words  summarize  the 
reason  why  our  schools  continue  to  offer  a  meaningful  educational 
experience  to  the  students  of  Harwich. 

The  members  of  the  Harwich  School  Committee  thank  the  voters  for 
their  support  of  the  school  budget  and  warrant  articles  which  enabled  us 
not  only  to  maintain  existing  programs  and  personnel  but  to  increase 
teachers  in  needed  areas  and  make  necessary  repairs  to  buildings. 
Voters  also  approved  the  appointment  by  the  Moderator  of  a  School 
Building  Needs  Committee  to  make  recommendations  on  renovating 
the  Intermediate  School.  Although  the  members  were  not  named  until 
November,  it  is  hoped  they  will  concentrate  their  efforts  and  complete 
their  study  within  the  planned  time  table.

Weinberg  is  the  Committee’s  delegate  to  the  Massachusetts  Association 
of  School  Committees,  Mrs.  McCarthy  acts  as  Legislative  Liaison,  Mrs. 
Ballam  is  M.A.S.C.  Division  VII  Chairman  and  Mrs.  Clapp  is  a  member 
of  the  Southeast  Regional  Education  Council.  This  involvement  brings  a 
depth  of  experience  and  knowledge  to  local  decision-making. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  the  capable  and  dedicated  leadership  of  A. 
Robert  Twiss,  Richard  Lombardi,  James  Hartley,  Vincent  Bresnahan 
and  Joan  McQuiston.  We  also  express  appreciation  to  our  secretary, 
Dorothy  Hemmings,  and  to  the  many  volunteers  who  give  their  time  to 
the  benefit  of  our  students. 

The  Committee  thanks  the  other  Town  departments  for  their 
cooperation,  the  Citizens  of  Harwich  for  their  continued  concern  and 
support  and  all  staff  members  for  their  dedication.

We  can  report  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  the  excellent  cooperation  we 
have  had  during  the  year  from  all  department  heads  and  employees. 
Special  appreciation  goes  to  the  Town  Accountant  for  his  purveyance  of 
knowledge  during  our  budget  deliberations.

Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

This  is  the  first  time  since  1939  that  the  Board  is  not  the  same  as  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  is  a  result  of  a  close  election  and  subsequent 
recount.  Mr.  Allison  was  elected  Selectman  and  Mr.  Clarke  an  Assessor. 

In  April  the  Board  of  Assessors  voted  to  have  the  town  re-certified.  A 
Contract  was  signed  with  Appraisal  Consultants  of  New  England.  Their 
work  was  completed  by  July.  The  State  approved  our  values  on 
September  10  and  the  Board  was  able  to  set  our  tax  rate  of  $10.86  on 
September  26.  Tax  bills  were  mailed  out  on  October  11. 

As  of  January  1,  1985,  the  fiscal  year  1986  total  assessed  valuation  of 
property,  real  and  personal,  was  $756,861,107.00,  which  would  generate 
$8,219,511.62  in  tax  revenue. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  has  received  our  new  I.B.M.  X-T  computer 
and  printer.  We  are  in  the  process  of  examining  various  software 
packages,  including  the  State’s  Computer  Assisted  Mass  Appraisal 
System  (CAMA)  which  is  not  yet  available. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  is  beginning  a  program  to  re-examine  all 
homes  in  preparation  for  the  1989  re-certification.  The  Board  will  try  to 
do  a  third  of  the  town  each  year.  We  ask  for  your  cooperation. 

We  thank  Donn  B.  Griffin  for  his  past  fifteen  years  as  an  Assessor  and 
wish  him  well  in  retirement.
